Accorprxe to the summary of the Russo- 
Chinese treaty, lately negotiated by 
Chung How, which is printed in another 
column, the luckless Minister, in return 
for the restoration of Ili, agreed to the 














payment of a largo sum iu money ; the 
cession ofcertain territory, which cession 
is said to destroy all the value of the 
restored province; the rectification of 
the frontier at a point indicated, but 
not yet identified by foreigners; the 
establishment of new Consulates and 
mercantile depéts ou and within the 
frontier of Eastern Turkestan; the 
exemption of Russian merchants in 
Mongolia and other specified regions 
from the payment of daties, and finally 
the maintenance of an open trade route 
for Russian merchants from the North- 
west corner of China to Havkow. The 
catalogue is a tolerably long one, and 
each item in it suggests manifold 
reflections. To have kept up an 
immense and constantly victorious army 
in the North-west, to have Jong 
gloated over its approaching recapture 
of a coveted province; and then to 
have to pay bard cash for what seemed 
already within grasp was bad enough, 
bat might be accepted on the ethical 
ground of war being an vil in itself, 
and on the practical ground of economy. 
Bat when, the purchase made, it came 
to light that what had beon sold was 
not what bad been bought, but some- 
thing rendered quite different by draw- 
back clauses in the contract, resignation 
ceased to be a virtue; and a nearer 
approach was made than had over 
before been made in China to an 
explosion of popular feeling. ‘The 
outbarst was directed alike against 
the treaty, against its native negoviator, 
and agaiust the other party to it, This 
general indignation bas taken concrete 
form in the traculent document submit- 
ted to the Chinese Government by one 
of the Haulin officials, which, if really 
adopted, as is reported, by the Emperor's 
advisers as the basis of their instructions 
to the Marquis Tséng, has been divested 
of auy private character it may have 
possessed. It becomes, in fact, a public 
manifesto by whose terms the Goveru- 
ment stands bound. No doubt the 
memorial isintemperate in language, bat 
there are occasions when intemperance 
is demanded. Thore is omphatically a 
time to be angry ovon unto death, a 
time to speak as well as a time to keep 
silence. Looking in a general way at 
the treaty, and iguoring everything 
that led to it, one would deem it an 
instrument dictated by a victorious 
geueral at the eud of a war disastrous 
to China. Therenpon changing the 
point of view, regarding facts as they 
really are, and taking into considera- 
tion too the rising pride of China in 
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her undeniable advances as a military 
power, we can imagine nothing more 
galling than such an absolute surrender 
as she was betrayed into for the purpose 
of regaining possession of a province 
which sho considered hers by right. 
An analysis of the protest could serve 
no useful purpose here. ‘The document 
is in everybody's hands and open to 
everybody's judgment, Bat taking it 
as a whole, and bearing in mind that 
it is a Chinese state-paper, certain 
‘characteristics stand out in bold and 
very notable relief. First of all, there 
is no nonsense in it. We read nothing 
about the Son of Heaven bearing with 
‘the feeble and fantastic vagaries of 
despicable barbarian vermin. Tho 
honour of the country is set forward 
in a thoroughly manly aud business 
like way as something liable to be 
assailed, and therefore as something to 
be eagerly defended. “If we accept this 
treaty we are not worthy to be called a 
nation.” This rings true. Then again 
we have amplo proof that the ordinary 
practice followed by Russia in dealing 
with -adjacent nations has eet the 
‘Obinese a lesson which they are not 
‘too prond to take to heart and apply 
to their own conditions. When great 
events are pending, say they, soldiers 
will pour through the barriers thrown 
open in peaceful times for merchants. 
Alongside of each Consulate’there will 
rise Customs establishments, and these 
will in turn require soldiers for their 
protection, so that along the entire 
frontier there will in time exist a line 
of military posts, This is a perfectly 
legitimate deduction from the too 
authentic stories of Russian scientific 
and commercial exploring expeditions, 
closely followed by armios of occupa. 
tion. Avd it is rendered all the 
more forcible by the fact that far 
away from the ports, at various 
distances from the frontiers and in the 
most advantageous positions for observa. 
tion as well as for trade, Russian 
factories and establishments are rapidly 
springing up and extending their opera. 
tions. The tone of the memorial is not 
only vigorous, but is studiously offen. 
sive to Russia, This is made evident 
in the very first sentences. Russia is 
cunningly evading ler obligations, is 
fooling China, is knowingly unjust, and 
all this at a time when her army is 
exbausted and her treasury empty, her 
statesmen at variance, hor people dis. 
contented, and her raler’s life con- 
tinually threatened by assassins. There 
is something in the background, and the 
writer takes no pains to conceal the 
seoret of his bolduess. Descending 
from the vague and general statement 
that “all the kingdoms of the globe 
are on our side,” he specially picks out 
England as having interests identical 
with those of China, Whether this 
has been arrived at by sagacity on 
his part or by a mere random shot, 
it is, beyond any doubt, China’s 
strong point. It matters little or no- 
thing which party is in power in 
England except so far as the existence 











of a liberal administration would en- 
courage Russia to put heavy preliminary 
pressure on ber opponent. But let 
matters become serious, let Poking be 
on the point of falling into Russi 
hands, as it fell twenty years ago 
into Freuch avd English hands, uo 
English government could sit with its 
hands before it. Thongh a triumphant 
campaign in China should bring Russia 
not a mile closer to India than she is at 
present, the effect upon our Indian 
Empire would be as-disastrons.as if-she 
had become mistress of Afghanistan. 
For we rale in India not by numbers 
but by revown, and our chronic conflict 
with Russia in Asia is vot for territory 
but for relative prestige. Throughout 
all Asia there exists an ill-defined bat 
very real uotion of the importance and 
magnificence of Chiva, a relic of the 
dread inspired by the Mongol con- 
querors of the thirteenth, fourteenth 
and sixteenth centuries. The rival 
claims of England and Russia to respect 
and dread throughout central and 
southern Asia would be at once decided 
by a Russian capture of Peking, and 
the next great event in the world’s 
history would be a general revolt 
throughout India, Here, then, is no 
despicable element in China’s strength, 
better worth to her than her fleet, her 
army and her arsenals, Hore, too, we 
can hardly doubt is the full secret of 
the defiance flung down before Russia,

Governor Sir John Pope Hennessy, 
K.C.M.G., has refused an application for 
permission to allow Chinese women to 
take part in theatrical performances in 
‘Hongkong. 

Advices from Kiukiang, under date of 
the 14th inst., announce that the tea season 
had opened and that a fair business had 
been transacted, the prices being in excess 
of those of last year, and tho quality of 
the tea certainly better. 

‘A telegram from Ottawa, in the New 
York Herald, dated 30th March, mentions 
that the appointment of Mr. Bently as 
Agent-General in China has been confirmed 
by the Emperor at Peking. It is expected 
that the first subsidized steamer will sail 
for China in the course of a few months. 

The London & China Express says that 
tho Archbishop of Canterbury has approved 
tho appointment of the Rev. A. E, Moule, 
as Bishop of the Ningpo diocese, subject 
to any conditions that may be arrived at 
respecting the boundaries of his diocese 
and the diocese of North-China. 

The commander and officers of tho 
Spanish corvette Dofla Maria de Molina 
visited the Kiangnan Arsonal on Saturday. 
They inspected the various departments, 
paying particular attention ‘to the gun 
factory. ‘They seemed highly dolighted 
with their visit, and expressed astonish- 
ment at the good order and efficiency that 
soemed to prevail in each department, 

About one o'clock on Wednesday after- 
noon a foreigner pulled a Chinaman out of 
tho water of the Creek at Hongkew close 
by ¥. Ching Chong’s store. A gentleman 
who iwas near asked the foreigner how the 
man had got into the creck, and ho was 
informed that he had been trying ‘to 
 shufile off this mortal coil.” ‘The would- 
be suicide was removed in chargo of a 
native constable, 

‘Ten of the highest scorers in the Spring 
Rifle Competition are now practising to 
compete against Kobe and Hongkong in the 
match which takes place at the three ports 
simultaneously on the 20th inst. Their 
names are Lieutenant Tucker, sub-Lieuten- 
ants Glass and Lanning, Sergeant Rex, 
Corporals Vincent and Moutrie, and Pri- 
yates Dunman, Bowman, Buchanan and 
Loam, and from them the team of eight 
will be chosen. 

We learn with pleasure that a movement 
is on foot to resuscitate the Shanghai 
Rangers. The corps was once a highly 
popular one under the command of the 
late Capt. Markham, and many residents 
will remember its song, “ Johnny Markham 
had a corps.” Mr. T. J. Macdonald has 
undertaken the secrotaryship of the corps, 
and acompetent drill instructor has been 
found. We trust that the movement will 
succeed, and that the members will keop 
their ponies in better form than they did 
in the latter days of the old company. It 
may be convenient to hire ponies from tho 
Maloo, but a squad mounted on untrained 
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quadrapeds can hardly attain to any great 
precision in drill. 

‘The members of the Amateur Dramatic 
Club achieved another success on Monday 
evening in their representation of Mr. Tom 
Taylor's three-act comedy The Overland 
Route. There was a well filled house, 
the piece was creditably mounted, the 
various characters were ably sustained, and 
the audience were in good humour through- 
out the performance, being quite dem 
strative in their manifestatious of appro! 
tion at the fall of the curtain. A detailed 
notice of the performance appears in an- 
other column.

Edward Lavington Oxenham to be Consul 
at Chinkiang ; Mr. Byron Brenan to be 
Consul at Wuhu; Mr. Benjamin Charles 
George Scott to be Vice-Consul at Shang- 
hai ; Mr. Herbert Allen Giles to be Vice- 
Consul at Pagoda Island. 

‘We are glad to seo that the Public Band 
is to bo again assisted by a number of 
amateurs in the afternoon and evening 
concerts it is proposed to give during tho 
summer in the Public Garden. It is ex- 
pected that the orchestra will consist of 
about twenty-five instruments, and it is 
announced that much moro varied pro- 
grammes will be given than heretofore. 
‘Tho public may thus look forward to many 
enjoyable gatherings during the coming 
hot weather, and at the same timo it is 
well to remind those who regularly avail 
themselves of these pleasant reunions, that 
a deficit has to be made up for the expense 
of the band, which, though disparaged and 
placed in comparative obscurity when we 
have three splendid naval bands in our 
midst, is entitled to, and well worthy of, 
their support. It may be that its worth 
will not bo appreciated until it is too late, 
for the Committee announce that in case 
the deficit is not met they will have 
to send the musicians back to Manila when 
their engagements expire in December 
next. Those then who have enjoyed the 
music of the Public Band, and know how 
much it would be missed from our balls, 
the Country Club, the Volunteer parades, 
and at the concerts in the Garden, should 
come forward and subscribe according to 
their means without delay. 

It has been rumoured in the Settlement 
during the last few days that telegraphic 
news had been received to the effect that a 
disturbance had occurred among the natives 
in or near Swatow. The story told was to 
the effect that a rising had taken placo 
in consequence of an increase of taxation, 
and the enforcement of a system of con- 




















scription whereby one son out of every 
family consisting of more than four was to 
join tho army. Some disturbance has 
undoubtedly occurred, for during the 
short stay of the ss. Hesperia at 
Swatow on the 10th inst., her officers 
heard that a mandarin had been killed 
in tho country, and they saw a Chinese 
gunboat followed by four war-junks leave 
for the scene of the occurrence. 

Information has been received from 
Hangchow that Mr. Wills (of the China 
Inland Mission) started on a missionary trip 
into the country last Tuesday, and “that 
about two o’clock on Thursday afternoon 
he was met by four robbers in a quist place 
with knives and stones. They used tho 
stones, but not the knives except to show 
them. Theyknockedhimdownand trampled 
on him. Two of the stones mado slight 
sears on the back of his head. His left 
shoulder was very sore, but not bruised or 
cut.” He reached homo the next day 
about two o’elock in the afternoon, bearing 
unmistakeable evidences of ill usage, and 
having lost all the money and goods ho had 
with him except his watch and the clothes 
he had on. His total loss was over $50, 
about $20 of which was in money. On 
his arrival at his houso, several missionary 
friends visited him and ministered to his 
wants, and, although suffering cousider- 
ably from the effects of what he had gone 
through, he slept well that night under 
the influence of bromide of potassium, and 
by last accounts he was progressing favour- 
ably. Mr. Wills was accompanied by a 
native assistant who did his best to resist 
the robbers by a display of force by which 
he diverted their atiention from his 
master to himself. After a short time 
‘Mr. Wills managed to escape, and on 
reaching Yu-hang, about twenty miles 
from which tho attack was made, he 
roused the mandarin living there, and 
acquainted him with what had transpired. 
This official received him very kindly and 
went out with some soldiers in pursuit of 
the offenders. 

‘The thanks of the community are cor- 
tainly due to the Municipal Council and 
their officers for losing no opportunity to 
beautify the Settlement. In proof of tl 
we need only point to the Bund and the 
outlying roads, where the planting of trees 
has been judiciously carried out ; but in 
spite of the vigilance shown for their 
preservation it is not a rare thing to 
see them damaged in some shape or way. 
Natives peel off tho bark for medicine, 
they swing on the branches and break 
them off, reckless drivers run carriage 
wheels against the trunks and rub off the 
bark, or leave saplings bent down to the 
ground, (particularly is this the case on 
the French Siccawei Road), and ponies are 
often allowed to graze unattended, with the 
result that they gnaw off the bark and 
stunt the growth of young trees by eating 
the leaves within their reach. To prevent 
damage in these respects proclamations 
have been issued and special watchmen 
employed by the Municipal Council to 
assist the police ; still it is unreasonable to 
suppose they can be ubiquitious—they 
cannot be here, there and everywhere. 
‘When an offender is caught, therefore, one 








would think he should be made an example 
of, but such is not the case, offenders taken 
before the Mixed Court being fined a small 
sum with the stereotyped admonition that 
they must not offend again. An instance 
of this has just been given. Two well- 
to-do Chinamen amused themselves on 
Tuesday afternoon by swinging on the bough 
of a tree on the banks of the Scochow 
Creek. The bough broke and the tree is 
permanently disfigured. Unfortunately the 
men were not injured—if they had been it 
would have been a lesson to others not to 
do likewise—and knowing that they had 
done wrong, they ran away ; but a native 
watchman, who saw the occurrence, gave 
chase, and capturing one marched him off 
to the Police Station. The damage done 
to the tree was estimated at $5, which he 
and his friends expressed their willingness 
to pay ; but the police thought by taking 
him before the Mixed Court, the punish- 
ment of that tribunal would have a more 
deterrent effect than if they settled the 
caso quietly. Bail was accepted, and the 
man made his appearance at the Court 
the next day, when Chén, as usual, ad- 
monished him for his thoughtlessness and 
fined him 50 cent ! 

Our readers will remember that in the 
beginning of March last a caso was before 
the Mixed Court in which the compradore 
at the Hongkow Wharf and some coolies in 
his employ were defendants, and the 
charge against them, though not defined in 
open Court, was represented as a mis- 
appropriation of cargo. ‘The compradore, 
at tho preliminary hearing of the case, 
assumed all responsibility, and the coolies 
were discharged. Then at the next hear- 
ing, the case gained notoriety from the fact 
that Mr. ©. F. R. Allen, the British 
Assessor, acting under instructions, with- 
drew from the bench in consequence of the 
appearance of Mr. R. E, Wainowright, 
who was instructed to conduct the 
defenco on behalf of the compradore. 
Chén, the Chinese Magistrate, regretted 
the withdrawal of Mr Allen from the bench, 
expressing his doubts as to whether tho 
parties would bo satisfied with his justice, 
but having no alternative, he expressed his 
willingness to hear the caso alone, An 
adjournment, however, was decided upon, 
for Mr. Hannen, who appeared for Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson & Co., the agents of the 
Wharf Company, to furnish Mr. Waine- 
wright with the particulars of the charge 
against the compradore, but on the day fixed 
for the hearing neither party put in an 
appearance at the Court. It leaked out, 
however, that an arrangement had been 
made to refer the matter to three private 
individuals for investigation, one to be 
appointed by Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and 
Co., another by the accused, while the third 
was toact as umpire. Though an ordinary 
compradore, the defendant was a mandarin 
of the same rank as the Mixed Court Magis- 
trate, and a prominent member of the 
Canton Guild, and it was generally sup- 
posed at the time that this latter fact—his 
membership of the Guild—had a great deal 
to do with the case being settled out of 
Court. Mr. A. C. Westall and Mr. Tong- 
king-sing were the arbitrators appointed to 
investigate the case, the former being 
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chosen by Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and 
Co. and the latter by the accused, with 
Mr. J..G. Purdon as umpire. Their 
decision has not been made public, 
but we are informed that they found 
“the compradore guilty of something,” 
and asa result $600 were paid by him 
into the Mixed Court to be devoted to 
charitable purposes. $200 the Magistrate 
has assigned to the refuge established 
by him at Sinza, and the $400 he has 
handed over to the Police, which is to be 
equally divided between the Hospital in 
the Shantung Road and the Rey. Dr. Nel- 
son's Hospital. ‘The compradore also loses 
his position at the Wharf. This apparently 
ends a case which once threatened to be of 
considerable importance in view of the 
action of the Guild. 

Tho members of the “Shanghai Lodge 
No. 4” and the ‘Centennial Lodge,” 
1.0.G.T., have recently leased for lodge 
purposes the premises formerly known 
as Tae-ping,” at the comer of Kiukiang 
and Kiangse Roads, next door to the Italian 
Legation. Certain alterations were deemed 
necessary and these have been com- 
pleted. On the upper floor of the house 
there are now two rooms admirably 
adapted for the requirements of the Temper- 
ance men. One of them makes a good 
lecture hall, and the other, which is some- 
what smaller, is large enough to accommo- 
date comfortably as many members as are 
usually present on lodge nights, ‘The rooms 
are connected by two doorways. On Thurs- 
day night the premises were opened, and 
the members of the two lodges named gave 
a froo entertainment, A platform had 
mm erectod at the end nearest Kiu- 
kiang Road, over which was suspended 
across the hall a motto in evergreens 
and flowers, “God speed our Cause.” 
At the opposite end was displayed a 
white “ Good Templar” ensign flanked by 
tho British and American flags, while 
others were tastefully arranged round the 
walls, as well as down tho flight of stai 
leading to the compound. A long and varied 
programme was given, consisting chiefly of 
readings and songs, several ladies rendering 
valuable assistance at the'piano. Some of 
tho songs differed very widely in character 
from others, but the audience appeared to 
like them all, to judge by the loud and 
frequent applause. ‘Tho Rev. W. 8. Holt 
gave an able address, which was listened 
to with close attention. ‘There seemed 
to be at least 200 persons present, who 
apparently enjoyed the evening's entertain 
ment in a way that must have been very 
satisfactory to the energetic promoters. 

Abouthalf-past seven o'clock onWednesilay 
evening a Chinese house inan alley running 
from Canton Road to the Yang-king-pang, 
between the Kiangsi and Szechuen Roads, 
took fire. The various fire brigades were 
speedily on the spot, and water played by 
the “Deluge” fire-engine No. 4 soon 
extinguished the flames. Only one house 
was destroyed, being protected on either 
side by fire-walls, but three others were 
injured considerably by water. A number 
of seamen were present, and it was a pity 
to see the reckless manner in which they 
cleared the adjoining houses of their con- 

















tents. They were not under the command of 
an officer, and from the appearances of some 
of them we judge that they had just left 
the grogshops on the Yang-king-pang 
Creek. Sailors often render valuable 
services at fires, but in this instance it is 
putting it in the mildest way when we say 
that they did a great deal more harm than 
good. 

From the Ceylon papers we learn that 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach has applied to 
the Galle memorialists to the effect that the 
Government cannot spend money on the 
improvement of their harbour in view of the 
large outlay sanctioned to make Colombo a 
port suited for mail as well as commercial 
purposes. The effect of this will no doubt be 
anapplication for land atColombo by thetwo 
mail companies for offices and coal stores. 
‘There is already sufficient of the breakwater 
constructed to give shelter to the vessels 
which now and then make Colombo a 
port of call, and to enlarge this accommoda- 
tion dredging operations are to commence 
in August, and by the beginning of 1881 it 
is expected there will be ample room for 
the anchorage and shelter of both the 
P. & 0. and Messageries mail steamers, as 
well as for any other vessels who wish 
to go there. Colombo is a place well 
worth seeing, and when the mail boats 
make it a regular instead of an occasional 
port of call, it will afford another pleasant 
break in the voyage to and from the Far 
East. 

For the second time within elght days a 
deadly weapon has boon used in Hongkew 
with fatal effect. It will doubtless be re- 
membered that on the night of Friday, the 
‘7th inst., a Chinaman was shot in Tiendong 
Road, and now at 8.15 a.m. on the morning 
of Saturday, the 15th, a Spanish subject, 
named Theodor Guillermo, a musician be- 
longing to the Public Band, was found dead 
almost in the middle of the Yangtsze-poo 
Road, just opposite the entrance to the site 
of the proposed new cotton mills. He was 
lying on his back, and on the right side 
of the head just over tho ear was a wound 
caused apparently by a pistol-bullet. 
Neither the hair nor the skin in its vicinity 
showed any evidence of scorching or burn- 
ing. A white handkerchief was found care- 
fully folded under the head, of which only 
the small portion immediately below the 
wound was stained with blood; the shirt 
worn by the deceased was also discoloured 
on the left side from the same cause; and 
there was also a little blood on his hat, 
which wascrushedup. Below theskin on the 
left side of the head, and almost immdi- 
ately opposite the wound over the right 
ear, there was a hard substance, which 
subsequently proved to be a bullet, The 
body was removed to the Hongkew Police 
Station, at which place Dr. Macleod arrived 
about half-past eleven. A. de Garay, Esq., 
the Spanish Consul, was already there, 
and Dr. Macleod proceeded to make a 
superficial examination in his presence. 
‘There were no other marks of violence 
visible except the wound in the head, and 
the doctor remarked that as far as he 
could judge from what he had seen, the 
probability was that death had been caused 
by the means that had produced the wound 














over the right ear. Mr. de Garay showed 





the doctor a letter found in deceased's 
room, purporting to have been written by 
him on Friday. It was signed with his 
name, dated 14th May, 1880, and underneath 
the signature was the mark of a cross, 
‘This document was written in the Spanish 
language, and was addressed to the authori- 
ties. It was to the effect that none of his 
friends were responsible for “the misfor- 
tune,” and it begged them not to institute 
any ‘enquiries as to the cause, of which it 
gave no details. It was not, however, 
understood to make any reference to death 
in any part of it. The Police have been 
actively engaged in investigating the case, 
and we hear that three persons, two mem- 
bers of the Town Band and a Manila 
woman, have been arrested. ‘They, together 
with a Chinaman, have been examined 
by A. de Garay, Esq., the Spanish Con- 
sul, and from what we hear it seems not 
improbable that they will be sent to 
Manila to be dealt with by the authorities 
there for being concerned in the death of 
the deceased. 

The steamers Pekin and Kiangfoo 
report that on the 13th inst, the follow. 
ing tea steamers were at Hankow :—tho 
Breconshire, Galley of Lorne, Glenartney, 
Glencoe, Loudoun Castle, Malabar, Petersburg 
and Achilles, Tho Pekin mot the steamors 
Moscow, Glamis Castle and Afghan, and 
four Chinese gun-boats at Nanking. ‘The 
MLM. Co.'s str. Tibre is also expected to 
go to Hankow to load tea, 

Shortly before one o'clock on Wednesday 
morning the M.M. Co,'s steamer Peiho, 
which was moored at the Company’s buoy 
off the French Concession, broke adrift, 
owing appafently to the giving way of the 
bar to which the mooring chains were 
attached. She let go an anchor, but in spite 
of this she was carried by a strong flood 
tide across the bows of the French frigate 
‘Thémis, where she remained for several 
hours. The frigate let out some 200 fathoms 
of chain, but this did not prevent her from 
dragging a distance of about thre : 
lengths forced on by tho mail steamer. ‘The 
jib-boom of the Thémis was carried away, 
and her bow was then in contact with the 
port side of the steamer amidships. ‘Tho 
latter lost two boats, two iron yards on her 
foremast were also broken, and she received 
other injuries, which were, however, of no 
very serious nature. About four o'clock the 
tug-boats Samson, Fuhlee and Titan went to 
the assistance of the Peiho, and towed her 
down the river, where she now lies opposite 
the Hongkew Wharf, Considering the size 
of the two vessels it was indeed a most 
fortunate thing that the frigate did not 
break away altogether from her moorings. 
On board the French corvette Champlain 
fires were lighted, and other measures of 
preparation were taken toprovideagainstthis 
contingency that did not appear by any 
means improbable. Again, had the frigate 
been a “ram,” the steamer would probably 
have been cut in two and sunk in a very 
short time. As it is, the owners of the 
steamer and of the other shipping in the 
harbour are to be congratulated that no 
more damage was done than seems to have 
resulted from the occurrence.

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THE STRENGTH OF CBINA, 
‘Taere can be no doubt that within the 
next two or three years a change will 
tuke place in European and Central 
Asiau polities in which a very impor- 
tant part will be played by China, 
She Ins taken steps lately which must 
sooner or later bring her into sharp con- 
flict with one of the two great powers, 
who have a double, viz,, an oriental 
aud an occidental, character. Slowly 
and surely China has listened to the 
voice of the charmer, aud bas made a 
movement which separates her from 
hor past by a certain definite distance, 
Sho has stirred so tardily that the 
impatient advocates of progress decline 
to seo any perceptible advance, but 
there can be no doubt that a change is 
oreeping over the aspect of affairs, and 
the vast Empire of unwieldy propor- 
tions aud heavy age is stirred with a ew 
life, It has beon the fate of the Middle 
Kingdom to be always misunderstood, 
Sho has been overpraised at one period 
of her history and overblamed at 
another. There was a time when she 
was pointed at by two great writers, 
Volney and Voltaire, as the ideal of all 
that was admirable in philosophy aud 
in government. Voltaire, wishing to 
cast a stigma ou the Christian king- 
doms of Burope, imagined in the far- 
most Eest a realm where philosophy 
held its court, where there was uo 
horeditary nobility, aud where a system 
of publio examinations, which was the 
envy of priesteridden Europe, secared 
for all the offices of Stnte, great 
aud small, a succession of efficient 
incumbents, This was the land which 
existed in the imagination of the 
French sages, and of which a charm. 
ing and purely fanciful account is 
given iv the Philosuphieal Dictionary. 
Bat when the Embassies really gave 
us an authentic account of the populous 
Empire there was a change at once 
in the estimate of China. It was no 
longer a State where everything was 
conducted on philosophical principles, 
but where everything was supposed 
to go by the rule of a perverse 
contruriety, ‘The celebrated passage 
in Wingrove Cooke’s book on China, 
in which be spoke of all the accustomed 
rales of procedure being turned topsy- 
turvy, has been echoed over and over 
again; aud this notion is still firmly 
planted in the minds of the vast naw- 
ber of writers who are content with 
hearsays and echoes. But both the 
praise and tho blame are now adinittted 
to bave been overcharged, and Chit 
is seen as she really is. But now that 
the Enropean has plucked out the 
heart of her mystery there is the old 
difference of opinion about her. Is 
she strong or is she weak? Tt 
seems that opinions are divided, and 
while one party considers that she 
will make a bold show even against a 
strong military power like Russia, the 
other party speaks very slightingly of 
hor military powers. ‘The facts that 














| the Imperial troops owed their victories 
in the great rebellion to the European 
officers and that directly the foreign 
control is withdrawn, peculation and 
disorder follow in the paymaster’s 
department, aud defeat and cowardice 
in the field, are all alleged to show that 
the boasted strength of China is a big 
bladder which will burst at a pin 
prick. Ou the subject of China there 
never appears even now to be a 
possibility of getting at certainties, 
The situation is always viewed under 
a species of glamour. There is uo 
getting at definite information about 
the real strength of the country. The 
light thrown is always coloured by 
the prepossessions of the writer. How- 
ever, it seems likely, as we remarked 
at the outset, that before long the 
question will be brought: in some sort 
toa trial, The Rossians have a casus 
belli, and we shall soon seo what they 
will do with it. They probably know 
better than other people the precise 
strength aud the special weakness of 
China. For years they have studied 
the question, and they have had peculiar 
opportunities from the organization of 
their diplomatic service of arriving at 
a knowledge of tho truth, The Nord 
says that a lesson will be given to the 
Chinese, aud that Kuldja will be taken 
aud the expedition against the Tekkes 
continued with unabated vigour, The 
Turkestan Gazette reports the presence 
of 10,000 men in the neighbourhood 
of the debated town. But we know 
the utter uncertainty of the figures 
reported in cases of this sort, and we 
wait with anxiety to hear which party 
will indicate its sense of weakness by a 
backward step. Impatience is apt to 
wish at times that the important ques- 
tion of the strength of this puzzling 
country could be decided at all hazards 
oue way or the other. 


‘(HE EFFECTS OF TRE POLITICAL CRISIS ON 
TRADE. 
Exorrr a geueral undefined feeling that 
something is brewing, or bas been 
brewing, or is about to be brewed, the 
public opinion of the Settlement is in 
astate of momentary stagnation. Naval 
bands perform in the Pablic Garden, 
men-of-war come aud go ou the shortest 
notice, the Terror to Weslern Nations 
steams up and down the river between 
the Arsenal aud Wousung, and some- 
times takes in tow a mandarin’s house- 
boat, and the question is asked on all 
sides, whence this display of warlike 
bunting acd what grand event does 
it proguosticate? For our own part 
we are disposed to say very little. We 
doubt if the Chinese Government was 
very much in earnest either in its 
threatened war with Japan, or iu its 
excitement cousequent on Ch’ang How's 
treaty of Livadin. ‘Trae, there is a war 
party at Peking, aud Prince Ch'un 
would like to play the zéle of extermin- 
ating the barbarians. Even Pi 
Chun finds that it is not easy to carry on 
war without the expenditure of money. 
Money, however, is not easily got. 














The provincial goveruments have boon 
alternately bullied and cajoled; they 
have been told that auy.means would 
be justified by the end, provided only 
they sent money to Peking. Tho tax- 
gatherer has been about with a ven- 
geance, bat, as we have seen, it was nob 
good policy “to drain the river to catch 
the fish.” The higher the imposts, and 
the more frequent the barriers, tho 
less money came in. But all this 
parade has not been without its effect, 
The straggles to obtain money havo 
alarmed the mercantile classes, and 
stagnation bas followed the revival of 
Inst year. Imports are unsaleable, 
except in small quautities, aud there is 
an unmistakeable want of confidence 
in the market, Stocks of sycee are 
locked up, and the local trade is starved 
for waut of tho necessary medium, 
Meanwhile this state of political 
expectation is supplemented by anxieties 
as to the opening export markets, 
Everyone has gone to Hankow in the 
expectation that the market will open 
at prices beyond all reasonable hopes 
of profit. Everyone seems to forget 
that he bimself is a factor in the result, 
So, locally, an unusually large production 
of silk is anticipated, and everyoue again 
hopes that low prices will prevail. Still 
everyone will probably do as he bas 
done before, aud will overfeed the 
markets of Europ and America. Silk 
as been too high of late years for its 
profitable use, It could doubtless be 
brought into the market at mach lower 
rates than have prevailed, and if so 
its consumption would doubtless largely 
increase, Its high price stimulates 
imitation or mixture, and silk itself 
suffers in reputation. It is not easy 
for those concerned in the business of 
the place to look on with complacency 
on the gonoral prospect, aud as tho 
course of business affects the general 
community, Shanghai life at the 
moment is not very animated. Donbt- 
less a few weeks will show the probablo 
turn of events, and some breathing 
time will doubtless be afforded, but the 
interests at stake at the moment are 
large, and anxiety for the fature is 
the prevalent feature, It is perhaps 
well that uo topic of passing import- 
ance is at the moment to be dis- 
cussed, though we should cortainly like 
that some of the topics which have 
arisou during the year should not 
escape public attention. The question 
of the Woosung Bat, which for a short 
time exercised the attention of the 
community ia ove of these. Since the 
public meeting of last month little or 
nothing bas been done. Yet it cannot 
be pleaded that it has lost its import- 
ance. The political chauge in Eogland 
is too recent to permit us to judge of 
its probable results in China, but it is 
undeniable that it occupies a good 
deal of people's thoughts. It is, how- 
ever, oue of those facts which cannot 
be controlled, and the consequences for 
good or evil must bo accepted. It 
certainly adds to the feeling of uncer. 
tainty which is dominant here, 
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‘THE ENGINEERING WORKS OF THE FUTURE. 
As at the beginning of the world’s 
history .so in these latter days the 
prominent figure seems destined to be 
the engineer. In China we can never 
forget that almost the earliest hero is 
the energetic sovereign who “ by pra- 
dence and labours moved the spirits,” 
and who found, as the celebrated 
inscription says, “the mountains Hwa, 
Yob, Tai and Hing to be the begin- 
ning and end of his enterprise.” What 
Yu was to this land in the dim ages of 
hoar antiquity, Lesseps is to the world 
in the present day. The attention of 
the public is now being called to the 
second great enterprise of the proposer 
and executor of the Suez Canal. A 
very important letter in the Times, 
from a special correspondent in South 
America, tells how the case stands with 
regard to this new undertaking. It is 
now admitted that a canal answering 
all the purposes of inter-oceanic naviga- 
tion without locks and without tunnel 
is practicable, It will take ten years 
to cnt, and the cost will not be less than 
£40,000,000 sterling. It will probably 
be much more. A cutting through hard 
solid rock at a point on the crest of the 
Isthmus 180 ft. above the level of the 
sea, and two breakwaters in the Bay of 
Colon and in that of Panama, will swell 
the engineers’ bill to = considerable 
extent. The difficulties in fact are 
enormous, but as the necessity of the 
work is admitted, and as the opposition 
from the Isthmus Railway Company 
will, it seems probable, diminish as they 
see their way to an identification of 
their interests with those of the Canal 
Company, Lesseps may yet carry out 
his project. The only drawback seems 
to be the age of the engineer. He is 
now in his seventy-fourth year, and it 
seems hardly possible that he will be 
able to bring such an arduous under- 
taking to a conclasion even if his life 
were spared for ten or a dozen more 
years, ‘The wear and tear of mind on 
the master spirit who has the responsi- 
bility of such an undertaking must be 
stupendous and overwhelming, aud a 
man in the prime of life might be 
pardoned for pausing before embark- 
ing in such a gigantic task. But 
the man who in 1856 sketched the 
plan for piercing the Isthmus of Suez 
in all its details, and who lived to carry 
it out in spite of the sinister prophecies 
of some of the ablest of his professional 
rivale, may at least make a beginning, 
if ho does not survive, “to complete 
the work of Columbus.” “It is true,” 
we are reminded, “that Lesseps is no 
longer backed by the power of his 
Imperial relative and by his influence 
on the aspiring influence of the French 
people ; but an appeal of Lesseps cannot 
fail to stir up the energies and call 
forth the resources of all nations and 
of their Governments; and one would 
indeed havo to despair of the influence 
of diplomacy and of the Press through. 
out the world were want of funds to 
stand inthe way of an achievement 
by which man would make the most 


decisive and the last step towards the 
assertion of his power over the earth, 
his appointed abode.” 

There is a preliminary question of 
considerable importance, and one which 
has naturally in these days of delicate 
and vigilant international relations been 
discussed and weighed. To whom will 
the control of the Canal belong when 
it is made? It is ruled distinctly at 
Washington that it will fall instantly 
and of course under the control of the 
United States. This doctrine cannot 
of course be entertained for a moment 
if foreign capital is embarked in the 
enterprise ; if the American people will 
pay the money they will obtain a right 
to watch over the inter-oceanic chanuel 
just as by buying tae shares Great 
Britain obtained a preponderating in- 
fluence over the Suez Canal. Such an 
influence is legitimate and we hope it 
may be obtaiued, but the European 
Powers must have definite and not 
impossible claims brought forward by 
the United States. There are many 
reasons why we hope Ametica may 
find the funds, for we canuot help 
feeling some apprehension lest Eng- 
lish capitalists and investors shonld 
tarn their attention to the scheme 
propounded with so much plausibility 
and magnificence of language, and 
neglect an enterprise which seems 
to us to lie more within the 
limits of practical achievement—we 
meau the Euphrates Valley Railway. 
OF course there is no reason why 
money should not be found for both 
schemes, but to us the importance of 
the railway appears enormous. That 
Ur of the Chaldees, the old route which 
the Phosnicians travelled is, we conceive, 
destined to be the chanuel of commerce 
between England and India, aud we 
should like to see money, enterprise 
and ardour devoted to this scheme. It 
8 perhaps idle to utter the reflection, 
but we cannot help making it, that if 
the money wasted on armaments, or as 
Lord Derby calls it, “on keeping up 
our insurances,” were employed in a 
sensible direction the Canal and the 
Railway would both be very soon 
accomplished facts. 




















HOW CAREERS ARB CHANGED. 
Sreconations as to what might have 
happened bad certain persons acted 
differently at particular crises may be 
regarded as fanciful, but at the same 
ime they are not without historical 
instruction. In the life of individuals 
it may often happen that the current 
of a career has been changed by turn- 
ing up a particular street, or by 
accepting ® particular invitation, or by 
sitting next to a particular person at 
dinner; and as individuals make history, 
so the inadvertencies even of certain 
men ab great epochs may have weighty 
results and an influential bearing on 
the character of centuries. The effect 
of the length of Cleopatra’s nose is an 
instance too trite to be alleged, and 











account of the battle of Hastings by 
the well-known sentence, “ Arletta’s 
pretty feet twinkling in the brook 
gained her a Duke's love, and gave us 
William the Conqueror.” Thus the 
fate of an Empire may depend on the 
arch of an instep, 

To bring an illustration from 
modern times, Fow careers have so 
largely affected the history of Europe 
and Asia as that of the late Emperor 
of Russia, Nicholas, Withont him in 
all probability the thirty years’ peace 
woald have lasted for twenty years 
more, and the progress and advancement 
of the world would have been secured 
as there is no prospect of their being 
secared now. Yet if we refer to the 
curious history of the Dekabrist conspi. 
racy, 80 called because it took place in 
December [Dekaber], wo sball see on 
how slender a thread the Czar’s life 
once hung, aud how an unaccountable 
paralysis of action at a particular 
juncture changed the fate of millions, 
The history of the transaction in 1825 
is also interesting, as it shows how far 
back secret socioties were plotting 
schemes against the life of the Czar, 
and making fitfal efforts to liberate the 
country. Fifty-five years ago every. 
thing was ripe in Russia for a sub. 
version of the dynasty, And as 
under Alexander now, 80 under Nicho. 
las then, the conspirators were men 
close about the Imperial person, the 
trusted officers and high nobles of the 
State. ‘Two Princes, Obolensky -and 
Trubetzkoy, were at the head of the 
movement. All was planned, Tho 
oath of allegiance to Nicholas was to 
be refused. The throne was to bo 
declared vacant and a provisional gov. 
ernment of five members was to be 
installed. ‘Two thousand troops ready 
to revolt were drawn up in or near tho 
Winter Palace, the scene of the recent 
attempt. But the critical momont was 
lost. The necessary vigour which would 
have decided the success of the attempt 
was wanting. The soldiers who should 
bave been forced into action when 
their blood was hot were allowed to 
grow tired. Standing without great- 
coats and without food through a 
Russian day would cool the ardour of 
most men, aud it effectually nipped 
in the bud the blood-red’ rose of 
revolution, which was to have bloomed 
in St. Petersburg and propagated all 
over Russia, But the point which 
deserves notice in this curious attempt 
jis the evidence of a certain Colonel 
Bulatow, who was implicated in the 
conspiracy avd had the success of the 
whole affair in his hands. ‘To quote 
the narrative : 

“On the Admiralty Quay, twonty 
paces from the Emperor, stood Colonel 
Bulatow with two loaded pistols firmly 
resolved to shoot the Sovereign; but 
some unseen power held him back. 
‘When the Emperor confronted him on 
his first interrogatory, and expressed 
surprise that he should be a conspirator, 
Balatow replied that, on the contrary, 





Sir Edward Creasy begius his vivid what surprised him was to seo the 
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Emperor there. ‘How so?’ said Nicholas. 
‘Why, Sire, I was standing yesterday 
for two hours within twenty paces of 
Your Majesty with loaded pistols fully 
resolved to shoot you, but as often as 
I put my hand to the trigger, my heart 
failed me!” 

‘Ibis strange to speculate what would 
have happened bad this paralysis not 
seized the hand of the Russian co: 
tor, We should have had no Crimean 
‘War, perhaps uo French Alliance—uo 
Plevna, no Berlin Treaty. The vista of 
conjecture that is opened when we begin 
to turn our speculations in this direc- 
tion is practically limitless, Another 
thought forces ilself upon us and it is 
this. What countless risks must sur- 
round the present Czar,and indeed every 
despotic sovereign, besides those of 
which we have the accounts. We read 
of the attempt on tho railway, aud 
the attempt in the Winter Palace, but 
“what’s done wo partly may compute, 
but know not what's resisted.” Every 
week some fiugor may be on the trigger 
aud some band half unsheatbing the 
dagger. It must be a terrible situation 
to pass every hour of life in such 
absolate dependence on the caprices 
aud impulses that sway your fellow. 
men, and to know that so much is 
placed under Providence in your hands, 
that the turning of any one of these 
variable impulses in a particular direc- 
tion may effect the future of the world 
for centuries. 














PRECOCITY AND DEVELOPMENT. 
‘Taz laws governing the growth, devolop- 
ment and term of life of individuals 
have always attracted a large amount 
of attention, sbaring iu the curiosity 
whioh biological problems have never 
failed to excite, aud being also, in a very 
evident manner, of intrinsic importance. 
Of late, systematic observations on au 
extensive scale have been undertaken, 
especially in France, and elaborate re- 
ports have been drawn up embodying 
the results obtained and arranging them 
as far as possible under geueral heads 
of classification. Macaulay noticed long 
ago that the fame of a Cambridge senior 
wrangler vanishes with the year which 
witnesses his triumph, and although 
this is somewhat of an exaggeration, 
it ia very remarkable how few of the 
calculating machines that hend the 
mathematical tripos are ever again heard 
of in the world, Whoever possesses a 
recont Cambridge calendar can verify 
this for himself, and will not fail to be 
surprised an we were when we ander- 
took to test Macaulay’s statement. 
Everybody remembers tho disastrous 
results of Dr. Blimber’s hot-house 
treatment of his young gentlemen. 
‘There was not the right taste about the 
premature productions of their intel- 
lect, and they did uot keep well. Mr. 
Toots, we know, suddenly left off blow- 
ing one day and remained in the estab- 
lishment a mere stalk, In France, too, 
experience shews that the precocious 
youths who begin by carrying every- 














thing before them in the Ecole Poly- 
technique and other nation itati 
prove good for little or nothing later in 
life. ‘This, it is contended, is merely a 
special case under a comprehensive rule 
that precocity is a sign of biological 
inferiority, There is no difficulty 
in establishing the fact that throughout 
the vegetable aud animal series inferior 
species develope more rapidly than 
the superior. Man is the slowest of 
all animals to reach his full develop- 
ment, and if we divide the genus into 
its constituent races, those are the more 
precocious which stand lowest in the 
moral and intellectual scales. Here 
climate exerts a disturbing influence for 
tropical races, an duals of other 
races accidentally subjected to tropical 
conditions reach maturity, although 
au imperfect maturity, more quickly 
than races whose habitat is in the 
zones. It is supposed that 
n to bigh temperatare for 
prolonged periods acts indirectly rather 
than direotly ou race development, aud 
especially on the mental development 
of a race. And this by lowering 
the brain nourishing itself 
with rapidity at the expense of other 
organs when nutrition is defective, but 
becoming unstable in its constitution, 
feeble and uncertain in its acti 
Normally, the inferior organs an 
tissues are tho earliest avd quickest 
formed, while the brain is the latest 
to perfect itself, and the intellectual 
centres Iatest of all. Bringing to- 
gether, then, the facts that the 
children of inferior races, whether 
Nogro or Esquimaux, are at an early 
age more advanced than children of the 
higher races, the rale is Inid down that 
within wide limits precocity varies 
inversely as the degree of raco evoln- 
i also inversely as tho condition 
ividual nutrition. Taking any 
single race, it is found that as evolution 
the growth and development 
duals become slower. If this 
be generally trae, we may perhaps con- 
sole ourselves for the fact that the 
regulation height for recruits is being 
progressively lowered all over Europe, 
by considering that it indicates a pro- 
gress in the evolution of the Caucasian 
family. Further, the less intelligent 
classes reach the full amouut of 
development whereof they are capable 
soover than the more intelligent classes. 
As an example (to which, however, we 
would not attach too much faith in oar 
ignorance of the colour of the reporter's 
political views) the skulls of adult 
members of the old French nobility are 
smaller in capacity than bourgeois 
skulls. Lastly, of the same class the 
less highly evolved sex reaches maturity 
both mental and physical, more quickly 
than the other sex. Between the ages 
of eight and twelve, girls gain in weight 
one pound per year more than boys, and 
up to their twelfth or thirteenth year 
beat boys most thoronghly in all the 
French mixed schools. 
Turning to the other end of life, the 
speed of decay is proportional to the 





























speed of growth, That is to say, life is 
long or short, accidents apart, according 
ag development is slow or rapid. Hence 
longevity is directly proportional to the 
degree of evolution and of nutrition ; it 
is favoured by good food, moderation 
in everything, and cold climates ; it is 
greater among higher races than among 
lower, among men than among women, 
among the cultivated than among the 
uncultivated. The average length of 
life onjoyed by a French academician 
is seventy-one years and five months, 
but then are uot academicians “tha 
Imuortals?” It is consolatory no 
doubt to think that the more highly 
cultivated we are, the longer shall wo 
live. But we must bear in mind that 
however trae this may be when assorted 
of averages drawn from large numbera, 
very many disturbing influences are 
imported into individual cases. Thus 
the anxieties, inseparable from tho 
straggle for existence, fall with greater 
weight on highly developed individuals, 
who are by accident heavily handi- 
eapped, than on men of less tightly 
strung mental organisation, and these 
anxieties, when keouly felt and long 
continued, act in no capricious manner 
on the expectation of life.

Of lato there has beon much wind and 
the air has been full of dust, ‘The heat 
has also been great the last few days, A 
slight shower this evening has laid the 
dust, and brought a pleasant coolness and 
moisture into the atmosphere. 

Of news thore seoms to be very little just 
now. ‘The danger of war, however, between 
Russia and China does not seem to bewholly 
past. There is no doubt in regard to there 
being a strong war party here; and it seems 
probable that only the inability of Russia 
to engage in further conflict will avert the 
calamity. ‘The situation is somewhat like 
it was after the Tientsin massacro, with 
this excoption, that the: China was torri- 
fied, now she is bold and presuming. Now, 
as then, her antagonist is brave but crippled, 

Cl’ung How is still in prison, under 
going the process of being thoroughly 
fieeced. It is quite generally thought that 
his head will pay the forfeit of doing 
the best he could in a difficult business, 
which his Government did not understand, 
and concerning which he had no instruc: 
tions. He belongs to a family which has 
rendered valuable services to this dynasty 
in past years—all of which are most ungrato- 
fully forgotten now. 4 

‘Tho missionaries of the American Board 
have just closed their annual meeting in 
this city. ‘This society occupies five 
stations, viz. Tientsin, Peking, T’ung-chow, 
Kalgan’and Pan-ting-fu. A’ new station 
has been made in Shantung, near'Teh Cho, 
where great success has attended the labours 
of the missionaries during the last three 
years. ‘The mission reports a membership 
over 600 in connection with all its stations, 

This year is the 50th anniversary of the 
beginning of missions to the Chinese by 
this Society. Its first missionaries were 
sent to the Chinese resident in the islands 
lying south of China. ‘The opening sermon, 
delivered by Dr. Blodget on Sunday, 25th 
April, was historical, and presented a mést 
valuable series of facts and incidents con- 
nected which the work done and the 











labourers sent out by this Society. We hope 
the discourse may be given to the public, 
8th May.

FoocHOW. 


‘The total subscription to the Irish Famine 
Relief Fund amounted to 81,763 on the Ist 
inst. 

‘We understand that Sir Thomas Wade 
is expected in Foochow. His Excellency 
will, we hear, take passage from Shanghai 
by Hor Majesty's despatch-vessel Vigilant, 
and will, in all probability, be accompanied 
by Admiral Coote. 

‘Accounts from the interior concerning 
the new tea crop, lead us to believe that 
tho frat parcels will not reach Foochow 
before the 10th instant. Reports in 
regard to opening prices in the various 
districts are of the usual unreliable charac- 
ter ; while as to quality nothing whatever 
is definitely known. But a large yield is 
confidently predicted. 

‘An amusing scare in native official circles 
took place a few days ago, and is perhaps 
worth chronicling. A’ report having 
reached the military commandant of the 
forts at Min-ngan, that nine Kussian 
cruisers were outside Sharp FP ., the 
gallant officer in question immediately 
started for Foochow, in order to com. 
municate in person the alarming intelli. 





gence to his superiors. Reaching the 
South Gate of the City in the middle of 
the night, the excited warrior was per- 
force compelled to scale the wall; this 
unusual and somewhat risky feat having 
been accomplished, he made the best of 
his way to the Viceroy’s yamén, and, 
“vexing the dull ear of a drowsy man,” 
unfolded his tale. Messengers were at 
‘once despatched in every direction, with 
instructions to the several naval and 
military authorities, and a gunboat was sent 
out to reconnoitre. But the dreaded foe 
proved to be conspicuous by his absence, 
and “ Order once more reigns in Warsaw.” 

Another earthquake took place at about 
2.55 a.m. on the 4th inst. ‘The shock was 
very distinct and lasted several seconds. 

Tt is said that the British Consular pre- 
mises at Wu-shih-shan are about to be 
surrendered to the féngshui-ite agitators. 
‘We are really very reluctant to believe this 
rumour, though it reaches us from a very 
authentic souree. Surely such a step, if 
taken, will complete the already bitter 
measure of British humiliation in the 
Banyan City! 

‘We understand that Captain Cocker, 
lately in command of the Chinese Customs 
cruiser Fei Ho, has been appointed to 
the confidential post of naval adviser 
at Tientsin to the Viceroy of Chihli. 
We also learn that Mr. Deputy-Com- 
missioner Clayson, formerly in Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Navy, is now in charge 
of the Tientsin fleet. 

After all, the so-called directors of the 
Tai wan Temple were not legitimate 

laintifis in the great trial before Chief 

justice French about twelve months ago, 
At least the head priest of that renowned 
and sacred edifice seems to think it a case 
of fraudulent personation,—else why should 
that august personage now enter an action 
in the Viceroy’s Court against the aforesaid 
“directors” for having illegally made over 
the property of a Taouist temple to a 
Buddhist association ? 

Gentle reader, be not astonished to learn 
that the brilliant nightly illumination of 
foreign residences on the top of the Nantai 
hill is strongly “objected to by the amiable 
city gentry. It is positively and solemnly 
asserted that complaints on the subject 
are about to be lodged with the native 
authorities. The ‘‘Pulse” of the terrible 
“Dravon” is said to be seriously affected 
by this unholy glare from “barbarian” 
dwellings—so perhaps we may look forward 
to another Jively lecture from his majesty 
the Taotai on the interesting theme of 
supernatural influences. 

Already thero are indications of an early 
opening of the Tea campaign. Pebling 
leaf is coming down freely, and about 3, 
boxes were shipped to Europe, rid Hong- 
kong, per steam-ship Namoa on the Gth inst., 
hile the frat parcels of low district Congoa 
are expected during the ensuing weel 
We are still without any reliable inform:

HONGKONG. 

‘The German bark Hamburg, Captain H. 
Von Krage, which left on the 1st instant 
for Tientsin, put back in consequence of 
having struck on the Prats Shoal at early 
morning of the 3rd instant on the ebb tide. 
On the fiood tide, and with the assistance 
of the starboard bow anchor the vessel was 








got off during the afternoon of the same 














day. During the time the ship was on the 
shoal she bumped heavily several times, 
knocking off some of her false keel. 

‘The British steamer Suez, Captain J.D, 
Eaton, which is now running between 
‘Hongkong and Calcutta for Mesers. Jardine, 
Matheson and Co., taking the place of the 
Venice, has made a splendid passage this 
trip, having accomplished it in thirteen 
days, including half a day’s stoppage at 
Penang and the same at Singapore. This is 
believed to be the quickest passage on 
record between the two ports,—Daily Press. 

H.MS. Comus, 14, Captain J. W. East, 
arrived at Hongkong on the bth inst. and 
will take the place of H.M.S. Charybdis, 
which recently left for England to be paid 
off. The Comus left Plymouth on the 24th 
December last and has made a long passage, 
coming round the Cape, visiting the islands 
of Ascension, Tristan da Cunha, and the 
Crozet Isiands, where she landed some 
three hundred sage worth of provisions 
subscribed for by shippers engayed in the 
Australian trade for the use of shipwrecked 
crews who may be compelled to seek refuge 
there, It was found that the position of 
these islands was not accurately fixed on 
the charts, and it was then ascertained 
thi the north-western point of the 
principal island is 46° 4’ S. latitude, 
and 50° 5’ E. longitude. All the islands 
in the group were visited either by tho 
ship herself or by boats’ crews sent out 
from her, but no trace of any inhabitants 
was found. The ship next made for 
Kerguelen, where a most unexpected treat 
awaited her officers and crew. In 1874, 
when an expedition was sent to the island 
to witness the transit of Venus, the party 
entrusted with that duty left behind them 
a number of rabbits, which, with their 
proverbial fecundity, have increased and 
multiplied to an enormous extent and 
‘afforded three days’ sport, with the result 
iat 700 rodents fell victims to the keen- 
glited sportsmen of the Comus. A num- 
ber of this live stock were also. taken and 
lot loose on the out-of-the-way island of St. 
Paul's, whero no doubt on some future day 
they will prove a welcome tribute of fore- 
thought to somo luckless mariners who 
may be thrown upon its inhospitable and 
dangerous coast, The Comus also visited 
Batavia on the 18th ultimo and left for 
Singapore on the 2st. Sho is built of 
steel and iron cased with wood, and is an 
excellent sea boat whether under canvas 
or steam,—China Mail.

For 
services against the minfei he obtained 
promotion to the grade of sub-Prefect, and 
again, for services in Fuhkien in connection 
with ‘the organisation of a militia for the 
defence of the city, he was promoted to the 
rank of Prefect, In 1864 he was appointed 
to serve in Hupeh, and after acting as 
Prefect of An-lu and Han-yang, he was 
‘employed in connection with the Foreign 
Customs in 1869, and subsequently received 
the brevet of Salt Commissioner, which was 
followed in 1872, after his third present 
ation at Court while serving in Hupeh, by

be handed to the Board fer ‘the infliction 
of a penalty. ‘The amount collected by 
him will be retained and the individuals 
from whom it was collected will be credited 
with the sums respectively paid by them 
at the next period of taxation.—Granted 
by Reseript.

as the “Chan T’an Ssii.” ‘The manager, an 
individual called Wang Shu-tsao, deposed 
that he had received 3,000 tiao from one 
Kuang as capital with’ which to conduct 
the establishment, while Kuang Sheng- 
ch’in declared that the establishment was 
conducted by a Shantuny man called Sun 
Fu-hsin, who had borrowed money from 
his, Kuang’s father, and that neither was 
the capital his, nor was the establishment 
opened by himself in partnership with Li 
Hui-ling. Sun Fu-hsin’s evidence was to 
the same effect. As, however, these state- 
ments did not agree with the evidence of 
Wang Shu-tsao, it was requesed that 
orders might be given for an enquiry into 
the matter. The report further stated that 
no money-lender's establishment under the 
atyle “Tung Hai Chang” had been dis 
covered. The Board of Punishments will 
examine into this matter. Let the Secre- 
tary Kuang Shéng hold himself in readi- 
ness to be summoned before them. 

(2) Postscript memorial from Wu Yuan- 
ping. A return of the expenditure incur- 
red in the purchase of foreign munitions of 
war for the third year of Kuang Hsii 
(1877) has already been submitted to 
His Majesty.

thousands of tacls, We directed thatenquiry 
should be made into these matters. The 
Comptroller of the Office of the Imperial 
Household now reports that there is no 
such office as that of keeper of the vaults 
of the ‘Treasury of the Privy Purse, and 
that the only duties corresponding to that 
ofa vault-keepor is that of the “‘accountant’s 
desk” in charge of Li Yiian-yii, who did the 
work himself. His son Li Hui-ling served 
in the same office as a volunteer. He was 
neither guilty of bullying nor favouritism, 
and having nothing to do with the issue of 
money, did not draw funds to which he 
was not entitled, or levy discount on pay- 
ments made, ‘The other charges brought 
against him were equally devoid of truth. 
As, however, Li Yilan-yi was not able to 
exercise sufficient control over his son to 
revent unfavourable criticism of his con- 
Bot, he had been deposed from the post 
assigned to him, and the allowance his son 
was drawing as a Bannerman had been 
withdrawn. In a decree issued yesterday 
We ordered Kuang Shéng to be examined 
by the Board of Punishments on a charge 
of being a usurer, Li Yitan-yii and his 
son having been dismissed their case need 
not be further considered. In a postscript 
memorial the Comptroller reports that of 
Inte years the annual expenditure of the 
Office of Imperial Manufactories has. ouly 
been about Tis. 100,000, a decrease rather 
than an increase on previous expenditure. 
Let this economy be continued to be 
practised. 


(8) Li Han-chang, Governor-General of 
the Hu Kuang provinces, applies for the 
Destowal of marks of distinction upon 
certain notables and gentry at Haukow who 
have been particularly energetic in the 
promotion and collection of contributions 
towards the late famine. From the begin- 
ning of the year 1878 to the commencement 
of the present year, over Tls. 570,000 were 
collected in the city of Hankow alone. A 
list of the gentry for whom rewards are 
solicited is appended to the memorial, 
which is referred by Rescript to the Board 
of Civil Office. 

April 16th.—(1) A decreo, We have 
issued repeated commands for the bestowal 
of donations of tribute grain upon the 

eople in the departments and districts of 

hhibli and Shun-t'ien whoso autumn crops 
were destroyed last year by inundation. 
‘We now learn that water continues to lie 
on most of the low-lying lands and it is 
impossible to plant out the wheat, while 
the most prompt efforts to drain the country 
will not do more than permit of the sowing 
of an autumn crop. ‘The harvest is still 
far off, and meanwhile the clamours of the 
starving people for food move Us to the 
profoundest pity. As an act of special 
grace, We command that a donation of 
100,000 piculs of Kiangsu tribute grain be 
given to Li Hung-chang, who is authorised 
to stop it in transitu, and distribute it in 
the suffering districts in proportion to the 
amount of the distress that exists in differ- 
ent localities, taking care that a house to 
house distribution be made. He will also 
take into consideration the organisation of 
reliof works, and see that the charity now 
dispensed actually reaches the people for 
whom it is intended. He will also direct 
the various Grain Intendants to send their 
supplementary shipments and transhipment 



















































assessments to the relief agency at Tientsin 
to be applied to defraying the cost of 
carriage to different places. 

(2) Li Shén, Taotai of the Yén, Yu, Sui 
circuit in Shéusi, is appointed Acting Agent 
at Hsi-ning, 

(3) Tan Chiin-p'ei, Acting Governor ad 
interim of Kiangsu, reports the despatch of 
the fleet of junks from Shanghai carrying 
the first instalment of tribute grain to 
Peking. There were a hundred junks in 
all, carrying 239,157 piculs of riee inclusive 
of’ “waste” and other supplementary 
allowances. The usual payments were 
made to each junk, and reeeiptstaken forthe 
cargo carried, after which the crews and 
arms carried ‘by each junk were inspected, 
and passes given for the latter. ‘The fleet 
left under charge of a weiynan on the 
43th of March, and having rendezvoused 
at Ts'ung-ming, waited there until they 
got a fair wind and then put out to sea 
under the convoy of a steam gun-vessel. 

(4) Ts'én Yit-ying, Governor of Kuei- 
chow, reports that he has oppointed Chang 
Hoi,’ an expectant Taotai, an oflicer well 
versed in leyal matters, Acting Judge of 
Kuei-chow during the absence of Wu Té- 
p’u, the actual incumbent, on a visit to the 
capital for audience. 

() Joint memorial from Ch'un Fu, 
Military Governor of Uliasut’ai, and his 
colleagues Ch’élintorchi and Tukarh, apply- 
ing for the bestowal of honorary rewards 
upon three Mongolian ofticials in the Uli- 
aughai region who have voluntarily pad off 
adebt of several thousand sleep contracted 
by a former Governor of Uliasut’ai, which 
were obtained at different times for the 
support of the troops and never paid for. 
‘The purchase system having been abolished, 
these officers cannot obtain promotion for 
their patriotic liberality, but it is suggested 
that the foliowing rewards, suggested by 
the donors themselves, be bestowed upon 
Oloché-iwach’iéth, who contributed 40,016 
sheep valued at Tis, 3,212.8, @ ‘Tis.’ 0.8 
per sheep, a button of the thied grade and 
a feather, for one brother, and buttons of 
the third grade for two other brothers 

Upon Maitérh, who contributed 1,5 
sheep, value Tis.'1,217.6, a button of the 
second grade for himself, and one of the 
third grade for his son. 

Upon Pa-charh, who contributed 550 
sheep, value Tis. 440, a peacock’s feather.

‘April 17th.—(1) The Acting Governor of 
Ohckiang memoriaises that the Magistrate 
of the Jui-an district in the prefecture 
of Wénchow has reported to him that 
he is in roceipt of a representation from 
Sun , Director of the Court of 
the Imperial Stud, requesting that an 
application might be made to His Majesty, 
through the Governor, for permission to 
retire from the public service. Having 
obtained three months’ leave of absence 
to repair the family burial-place towards 
the close of last year, he had hurried to 
his home with the intention of returning 
to the capital at the close of his leave, 
but he caught a cold which has so affected 
his appetite, hearing and power of sleep, 
that he is much enfeebled. ‘The doctors 
tell him that at his age—he is now past 
sixty—nothing but absolute quiet and rest 
will bring him round.—Granted by Decree 
earlier issued. 

(2) The same memorialist: reports that 
Yan Tsu-yi, Grain Intendant of Chékiang, 
announces that it is his intention, now that 
the grain tribute has, as earlier reported, 
been despatched, to leave for the north on 
the 11th March.’

‘The number of trading places there will 
grow up with daily increasing abundance 
like weeds ; nothing more will be kept 
secret, everything will be known, and 
while the passes at the frontier are well 
guarded, the interior of the country is 
already lost. ‘To refuse the consent to 
that is the first and most esseutial point. 

Concerning the three Eastern Provinces 
forming the eradle of the Imperial Family, 
and Pa-tu-na,? the most important and 
beautiful place of Kirinl®; should it be 
allowed (to the Russians) to approach with 
their ships the last-mentioned place, for 
then also all the places of the three Eastern 
provinces will be approachable at their 
pleasure ; the capital will thus be made 
nearer to them, and China will become 
more and more divested of its present 
character. But there is not the slightest 
reason why she should push herself’ back 
from Sui-fen'! towards the West—a tract of 
land of 2,000 i. Moreover, as far as the 
sland navigation on rivers is concerned, all 
the Governments have already asked for 
the privilege, without, however, succeedit 
in getting it.’ If this privilege should now 
be conceded to the Russians, all other 
nations will follow their example succes- 
sively. ‘To refuse consent to that is the 
secoul point. 

‘That the Government gives up the lery- 

of duties, is for the benefit of the 
trading classes ; should this benefit be now 
extended to all’the tribes and leaguest? of 
the Inner and Outer Mongolia, the Russians 
will profit by this advantage for their trade 
and feel themselves also exempted from the 
payment of duties. ‘That the trade in the 
hands of the Chinese will thereby get more 
and more beggared, is a trifle in comparison 
to the f sidering 
that already the Mongols are poor and 
weak, that the Russians will thereby coil 
around and tleeco them, and that ail the 
enormous expenses of the campaign in 
Sin-kianz!3 have been made only for the 
benefit of Russians. Concerning the places 
in the interior, as Chang-kia-kould and 
others, where (Russian) firms have 
established themselves, their number 
gradually increases and ‘their business be- 
comes morean *moreextended. If hostilities 
should now begin, the head and tail, or a 
space of over 10,000 li, is hereby’ con- 
nected.

All the dependencies of China are situated 
in Inner and Outer Mongolia ; the desert of 
Shamo,}5 several thousand li distant, separ- 
ates them from the Russians. ‘Should 
these desire to trespass on the frontier, 
they will find on the northern side a great 
many obstructions and difticulties. ‘The 
mail service in Mongolia is performed by 
the Mongolians on behalf of Russia; should 
she increase to the Mongolians the money 
they receive for it, then, on a day of 
important events, the despatch of the news

By the treaty permission is given to the 
Russians to pass 36 frontier barriers, a line 
far too long in peaceful times for the merch- 
ants, Is that not ridiculous, showing 
that’ the Russians are fooling us? At a 
time of great events, soldiers will enter 
thereby, and how shall we then guard our- 
selves?’ To refuse them this stipulation is 
the fifth point, 

‘Yo no merchant whatever is permitted 
the right of carrying arms, Now, with no 
reason whatever, the rizht is conceded to 
every individual to carry with him a gun, 
What is the meaning of that? When a 
multitude, numbering a hundred or thou- 
sand of them quite suddenly enters our 
territory, how can the distinction be made 
as to who are soldiers and who are mer- 
chants? ‘To refuse this right is the sizth 
point. 

As in everything, so also in the question 
of duties, the Russians think to cunningly 
evade payment thereof, Should the other 
nations expect the same concession, the 
income of the Customs of Hankow will 
gradually, and year by year, diminish to 
the extent of several millions, To refuse 
this concession is the seventh point. 

Although in the third year of ‘Tung Chih 
(1864-5) the frontiers of Sin-kiang’ were 
already defined ; again, they desire to 
occupy more of our country and cut us off 
from the southern portion of the road of

The division 
being made so that the western part of 
the Ko-ho-erh-ko-si River and the north of 
Ko-erh-man-tou is restored to us, we get 
thereby no new land to cultivate, no pas 
tures, and_no benefit whatever’ in this 
country. In Kin-ting-ssi the Russians 
ever since had their trading establishments, 
according to the treaty now concluded, this 
territory has been ceded to Russia, and 
will not be restored to China. It is trav 
only a strip of land (remains with Russia) 
but the eastern part of the road? will go 
through Russian territory and we shall be 
cut off from the outlet; the few people 
remaining with us will thus remove there, 
and we shall be hereafter without people. 
We threw away 1,800,000 (Taels) of most 
useful money in return for a useless tract 
of land, the ground of which is of no 
benefit, without people, and without the 
outlet of the road of Ili, What is the use 
of it? Not to allow this is the tenth point. 

‘The Russian demands show covetousness 
and truculency in the highest degee, and 
Ch’ung How, in his extreme 
madness, agreed to them, but ‘Their Majes- 
ties the Bmpresses and His Majesty the 
Emperor being incensed by this outrage, 
the Ambassador was changed accordingly ; 
and fully aware of the clearness and jus! 
of the case, the Grand Council was con- 

i of the Privy 
ighness, the Prince, 
and the Ministers of the Tsung-li Yamé 
the hundreds of officials of the various 
parts of the Empire—in one word, all the 
poople—are fully aware that this ‘state of 
affairs should not be allowed ; and although 
not daring to express the public sentiment 
for an alteration of the stipulations,—fully 
apprehending, considering that as the treaty 

‘an accomplished work, serious complica 
tions between the two nations may arise— 

ill the Petitioner himself thinks that 
such apprehensions are groundless, ‘The 
treaty must be altered, in spite of all future 
troubles. If we do not alter the treaty, 
we are not worthy to be called a nation. 

Earnestly begging that my entreaties for 
an alteration of the treaty may be heard, 
there are four most important reasons for it. 
For the first, the absolute necessity ; for 
the second, a strong voice ; for the third, 
the right ; and for the fourth, the scheme 
(to be carried out.) 

‘What is the absolute necessity? A treaty 
was concluded with every disregard of 
right, and agreed upon by the Ambassador, 
but refused by the Government, whereby 
Ch’ung How brought evil on the Empire 
and joy to the enemy. Returning home 
by his own will and on his own responsi- 
bility, all our countrymen demanded his 
decapitation, asking that he should be 
delivered to the Board of Punishments, 
and that the crimes of an Ambassador 
should be dealt with according to law, and 
thus also to shut the mouth of the Russians.

Thoush she 
rageously incites China, yet all the ki 
doms of the globe aren our side. 
Russian Minister at Peking, not, waiting 
for the final issue of the treaty, threatens 
to withdraw to Russia; but even in 
foreign countries such custom does not 
exist. Moreover, Mr. Koyander is only a 
Chargé d’ Affaires ; how can he return by 
own will and responsibility? It is clearly 
nothing else but a threat. Let him go or 
remain as he pleases, it is not necessary to 
consult him about it: ‘The best course now 
to be adopted is to issue an Imperial 
Decree clearly stating therein that the 
Russians are unjust, and also giving the 
reasons why the people and officials object 
to the stipulations ; let (this Decree) be 
promulgated in Inner and Outer China ; 
let all the other Powers decide for the 
selves which of us two is in the wron 
order also the Assembly (1) to publish in 
the newspapers how reasonable we were 
towards Russia, and how all our yielding is 
now exhausted. Let orders be issued to 
the high officials along the frontier to 
prepare quietly for war, according to the 
people's wrath, for they are wearied with 
the continual’ yielding, and accordingly 
China is resolved not’ to yield further. 
Although Russia is very great, yet since 
the last wars with Turkey she lias weary 
soldiers and is without funds ; her states- 
men have parted, the people are exasp 
ated, and during the last years many 
attempts were made against the life of her 
ruler. Should he now again reject our 
friendship and attack us as enemies, the 
people there, considering the distance, will 
get wearied, and outbreaks in_ his’ own 
houschold will be inevitable, to which finally 
he will succumb. How can he then look 
after other people's affairs? ‘To proclaim 
this near and afar, this is what I call 
strong roice. 

hat is the right? 4 great many 
originated on account of Hi.

elapse, Tso ‘Tsting-t'ang, although ‘then 
perhaps still alive, will be too old; Li 
Hung-chang, although not weakened, will 
be too old, and. so with the skilled and 
ardent ones gradually dying out, even if 
the desire for war should still prevail, it 
would he impossible to go to war. The 
Russians have already built up cities in the 
east, their troops are garrisoned in the 
west, their trading establishments are 
situated in the north, and so up and down 
and across their abodes are to be found, 
this side aud beyond the Great Wall, on 
every high road—eren Corea is intimidated 
by them. 

‘As we are now distant and separated 
from them, we can guard ourselves ; but 
later, when they have reached our outposts 
to fight with us, it will be too late. ‘The 
most important thing is now, while nego- 
tiations for a revision of the treaty are 
going on, to prepare for a war, but even if 
the treaty should not be altered, the war- 
like preparations should nevertheless not 
be discontinued. As faras the negotiations 
in regard to Ili are concerned, they might 
be delayed, in order that our preparations 
might be tore effective. Ch’ung How, 
however, has to lose his life, Even in the 
case that the treaty has been altered, his 
life should be forfeited ; also in the case 
that the treaty will not be altered. ‘This 
is the general opinion, and not simply the 
petitioner's own. 

‘To assist His Majesty in the Govern- 
ment is the duty of all the high provincial 
officers, aud also the duty of all the official 
the negotiations with Russia have, accor 
wg to the rule, to be conducted by the 
‘Tsung-li Yaméu, but the final decision rests 
with Your Majesties the Empresses and 
Your Majesty the Emperor. 

As this question concerns the deepest 
interests of the country, the most humble 
petitioner cannot keep silent and does not 
dare to remain idle ; he begs therefore that 
Sublime Grace may lay the petition before 
the high statesmen, that they nay deliber- 
ate upou a petition made in grief and 
wrath. May Your Majesties deign to 
bestow upon this most humble petition 
your Sacred glance !

‘THE RUSSO-CHINESE TREATY NEGOTIATED 
BY CH'UNG HOW. 

‘The following is the substance of the 
‘Treaty entered into by Ch'ung How with 
Russia, and which has not been before 
published :— 

Article 1.—Russia consents to restore Ili. 

‘Article 2.—China consents to grant an 
amnesty to the inhabitants of Di. 

Article 3.—The inhabitants of Ti who 
remove to Russian territory shall be 
treated equally and enjoy the same rights 
as Russians. 

Article 4.—Tho property hitherto ac- 
quired by Russians in Ili shall be retained 
by them in future. 

Article 5.—The negotiations for the 
rendition of Ili shall be conducted on 
behalf of China by Tso Tsung-t’ang and 
others, appointed for this purpose by a 
special Amperial decree ; and on behalf of 
Russia by (General) Kaufmann, specially 
delegated for it. 

Article 6.—For the restoration of Ili, 
China agrees to pay to Russia the sum of 
Fivo Million Roubles, payment thereof to 
begin from the day of the exchange of the 
treaty and to be completed within a year. 

Article 7.—Ili being restored, the land 
west of E-Ko-si River and South of the 
Li-shan (Mountain) down to ‘Tekes River 
is ceded to Russia. 

Article 8.—It is agreed that the frontier 
at Ta-ch'eng (Tashkend?) shall be modified. 

Article 9.—After the boundaries have 
been fixed by the special delegates, bound- 
ary posts shall be erected. 

“Article 10.—In addition to the Consulates

Consulates shall be established at Kia-yil- 
kuan, Wu-ko, Hami, Turfan, Ulumutsi, and 
Kuché. 

Article 11.—In dealing with official affairs 
the Consuls and the Local Authorities shall 
ase in their correspondence to each other 
the form of a “letter,” and the Consuls 
shall be treated according to customs as 
guests. 

Article 12.—Rnssian merchants in Mon- 
golia and in the provinces of T’ien-shan, 
Nan-u, and Tien-shan Peh-lu shall not 
pay duties for their merchandise. 

Article 13,—Mereantile depdts shall. be 
established in all those places where Con- 
sulates are, and also in Kalgan, 

Article 14,—Russian Merchants may 
transport their goods from and to Kalgan, 
Kia-yii-kuan, Tientsin, and Hankow, by 
passing Tung-chau, Si-an-fa and Han-chung, 
and when transporting native produce for 
Russia, they shall use the same route. 

Article 15.—Not until five years after 
the Imperial sanction shall this treaty be 
revised or altered. 

Article 16.—As regards the desire of the 
Russian merchants for a special duty for 
inferior tea, this question shall bo settled 
by the Tsung-li Yamén, 

Article 17.—As in the previous treaties, 
the Local Authorities shall endeavour to 
find out tho cattle which run away beyond 
the frontier, but they shall not pay for any 
such actual los 

Article 18.—One year after tho conclu- 
sion and Imperial signature of the treaty tho 
ratifications of the same shall be exchanged 
in the Russian Capital,

Vaccination was carried on 
laryely ‘at Souchow, Sungkiang, Kading 
and many other places in the province, 
and the Chinese seemed eayer to hare 
their children vaccinated.

tion that subscriptions from foreigners were 
raised on their behalf, and a certain sum of

He did not think he 
would recover, but he did so after being in 
the Hospital between four and five months,

large number of patients who availed 
themseives of its benefits and to hear their 
thankfulness for the good they had received, 
Tt was not simply that new patients came, 
but parties who had ted some 

















to it again, either with their old complaint 
or some fresh one. He could bear testi- 
mony not only as to what he saw as to. the 
value of the Institution, but from what he 
heard from the people who had attended 
it. They all spoke very highly of it, aud 
expressed thankfulness that such sn institu- 
tion had been established in this place, 
where such valuable services were given 
free and in a most satisfactory manner. 
He explained that the attendance of 
patients on Mondays was much larger than 
on any other day, owing to the Sabbath 
intervening, when uo dispensing work was 
done, and to hear these patients talk, some 
of whom came a long distance, was a soures 
of much gratitication. They were all most 
thankful for the advantages which they 
enjoyed. He referred to the establishment 
of an ocular institution in the Canton Road 
by a native of India, where many Chinese 
paid for treatment, but afterwards they 
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had had to come to the Hospital to be 
cured. They had cause to be thank- 
ful that the Hospital under Dr. Johnston's 
superintendence was so serviceable and so 
highly appreciated by the Chinese com- 
munity. Dr. Jolmston had alluded to the 
matter of vaccination. He supposed the 
members of the Committee were in some 
way acquainted with the institution in the 
city, under the patronage of the Taotai. It 
hiad’been carried on for many years, and 
the people flocked to it. He could fully 
endorse the remarks of Dr. Johnston in 
reference to the value and spread of vacc 
ion. It was.a very important thing that 
an institution as that in the city 
had existed so long, and had been so 
successful, ‘The working of it entirely 
depended upon Dr. Jolnston’s excellentand 
able native assistant, Mr. Wong Chung-foo, 
who had been counected with the Hospital 
for twenty-five years. Again aud ayain his 
services had been spoken of in the highest 
terms of praise at the annual meetings of 
the subscribers, and he could now only add 
that he was increasing in usefulness, alike 
at the Hospital here and at the institution 
in the city. 

‘The Cuauman said the next business 
was the adoption of the report, and then 
they had to elect a committee for the 
ensuing year.

eyes. The piece has been since revived in 
London, and again well received. It is true 
that most of the Shanghai theatre-goers are 
so intimate with the incidents on board a 
mail steamer that this novelty does not 
exist for them, but the play itself is very 
cleverly constructed, introducing a constant 
change of characters by twos and threes 
without any awkwardness, and so avoiding 
the long dull scenes that make so many 
comedies and dramas tedious to the 
audience. 

‘The first act opens in the saloon of 
the P. & 0, steamer Simoon while that 
vessel is on her way from Aden to Suoz, 
and introduces to us Mr. Colepepper, a rich 
Commissioner ; Sir Solomon Fraser, a high 
India official ; Major MacTurk, an officer 
proceeding to England in charge of invalids ; 
Captain Clavering, a staff officer; two 
married ladies, Mesdames Sebright and 
Lovibond, and Miss Colepepper, daughter 

f the Commissioner, all of whom are pas- 
sengers. Besides these are the oficers of 
the ship, and one ‘Tom Dexter, who, 
after practising medicine in Africa, had 
proceeded to India to follow the ‘same 
calling, but not finding the result satis- 
factory successively tried a hydropathic 
establishment at Simla, an indigo planta- 
tion in Behar, and finally become the 
editor and proprietor of a newspaper at 
Badgerypore. On the outbreak of the 
mutiny his presses were smashed, his type 
cast into bullets, and his back stock cut up 
for wadding, in which form, he tells us, 
his articles must have had an uncommonly 
wide circulation. Disguised as a Fakir, 
Dexter made his way to Calcutta, where 
he picked up enough money to pay for a 
second class passage by the Simoon to 
England, 

The second act takes place on the 
deck of the steamer, introducing tho 
same character, together with several 
subordinates. “When the play opens 
we find that Sir Solomon and Mr. ole: 
yepper are both desperately in love with 
Mrs. Sebright, and each makes strenuous 
efforts to obtain the lady's hand by close 
attention to her, and by giving her valuable 
presents, but ‘the fair one plays with 
both of them as an angler does with a 
trout, Inthe meantinn Major MacTurk is 
seeking to captivate Mrs. Lovibond, and 
apparently progresses favourably with his 
suit, as he is on the point of being 
accepted for the lady's second husband. 
Atthis stage of affairs, Tom Dexter appears 
upon the scone. The ship's surgeon has 
been stricken down with fever, but his 
place is very ably filled by Dexter, who 
volunteers his services, and who at once 
wins the hearts of the sick and the children 
by his cheerfulness and activity. ‘the 
Captain brings Dexter into the cabin and 
induets him into the sick doctor's place, 
and Dexter, nothing loth, soon becomes 
the rniing spirit of the scene, or rather 
the pivot on which everything turns in the 
ship. It appears that Mrs. Lovibond’s 
husband had left her mysteriously ten 
years befure, aud the jady is led to believe 
that he had made away with himself 
through being driven to despair by her 
jealousy and imperious disposition. —Lovi- 
bond, however, has been all the time at 
Singapore, where having made a small 
fortune he is on his return to England, but 
gets left behind at Aden through the break- 
down of the P. and 0. steamer, but 
not wishing to remain for an indefinite 
time at that cheerful port, assumes by 
arrangement the name of a man Downy, 
who stood first on the list for a vacancy in 
the Simoon and continues his passage in 
that vessel. Downy, it seems, has com 
mitted foryery, and knowing that the 
officers were on his track, was only too 
glad to give up his berth and name to 
Lovibond, and also to get him to take on 
part of his baggage to Cairo for him, The 
detective who is in search of Downy arrests 
his substitute, poor Lovibond, and a variety 
of droll situations grow out of this queer 
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misunderstanding. Itfurther turns out that 
Dexter has made the acquaintance of Sir 
Solomon, Mr. Colepepper and his daughter 
in India, and has a tender regard for the 
young lady, to whom Captain Clavering 
is paying attention with apparently 
a good chance of obtaining her hand. 
Dexter is also an intimate friend of Mrs. 
Sebright and her husband, Jack Sebright, 
a naval officer, and soon gives the lady to 
understand that her flirtations may not be 
0 innocent as she deems. Dexter brings 
about the recognition of Mrs. Lovibond 
by her husband ; effectually snubs Captain 
Clavering, and completes his conquest of 
‘Miss Clavering, by discovering to her that 
it was through him that her life was saved 
during the mutiny, ‘The second act closes 
with the wreck of the steamer on the 
Mazaffa Reef, and the third act shows us 
the passengers and ship’s company thrown 
on the reef, where, amidst the consequent 
hardships each appears in true colours, and, 
thanks to the energy of Tom Dexter, all 
fare better than could be expected, until 
at last relieved by Jack Sebright’s vessel, 
ELMS, Blazer. 

‘The three ladies who respectively under- 
took the parts of Mrs. Sebright, Mary 
Golopopper and Mrs. Rabbits deserve very 
high praise. Mrs. Fairoffer had a piquante 
animated réle which suited her to perfection, 
and in sprightliness of gesture and gaicty 
of manner she realised the portrait of the 
quasi widow. When she was betrayed into 
accepting diamondsfrom SirSolomon Fraser, 
we were clearly shown that she meant no 
harm, and the mode in which she took her 
scolding from Tom Dexter was as admirable 
as Mr. Dextor’s method of administering it. 
Mrs. Hill was a careful representative of 
‘Miss Colepeppor, and in the third act, on 
the reef, looked and played extremely well. 
‘Tho small part of Mrs. Rabbits was under- 
taken by a new actress of whom we hope to 
eo more. The little she had to do was 
singularly well done. The special intel- 
ligence of the three Indy amateurs is a 
hopeful augury, for the future success 
of the A.D.O. "The terrible Clorinda Lovi- 
bond was admirably dressed and acted by 
Miss Dora Monday whose formidable dimen- 
‘sions and vi lant jealousy of Augustus were 
amusing and absurd. ‘The scene with the 
husband in handouffs always brings down 
the house, and it was heartily appreciated 
‘on Thursday evening. We must not forget 
‘Miss Dombey, who played her small part 
with much taste. We come next to the 
gentlemen, and here we have to record the 
appearance of a new actor, who has, we 
expect, a most successful career before him, 
and who is a most welcome addition to the 
corps. Mr. C. Ayre is a low comedian 
who is not low. Greater praise cannot be 
given to him. He acted the bewildered 
and eccentric victim of mistakes with a fun 
and a freshness that left nothing to be 
desired, except that nature had only endowed 
one with ampler capacities for laughing. 
Sir Solomon Fraser was entrusted to the 
gentleman who acted with applause in 
“LMS. Pinafore,” Mr. Barnaby Belmore. 
The arch diplomatic impostor, with hi: 
absurd mysteries, his roundabout diction, 
and his false pretensions was carefully and 
consistently played. His appearance in 
the last act without wig and teeth excited 
immense amusement. Mr. Long seemed 
well suited with the part of an old 
testy Indian, good at heart, and improved 
by having to rough it under unusual 
circumstances, The disgusting cowardice 
of Hector MacTurk, the fire-eating Major, 
is the only nauseous incident in the play. 
We rogrot to say that it was founded on 
fact, and Mr. Titus Oates gave it a painful 
reality. The little Mr. Vernon had to do 
as Captain Clavering, he did carefully and 
without exaggeration. Mr. Doolittle had 
some points to make in Moleskin and made 
them. Mr. Cowley looked a P. & O. 
captain every inch of him. Mfr. Littlejohn 
as Hardisty, Mr. Hill as Limpet, and Mr. 
Aukwert aa’ Tottle were each up to their 


























work. ‘The latter when guarding the beer on 
the reef from the thirsty Major gave due 
emphasis to the nautical expletives. We 
have left to the last two veteran friends 
who for more years than we like to reckon 
have laboured faithfully for the A.D.C., 
Mr. Smalliceed and Mr. Thalasses. The 
number of parts the former has played must 
be very great, and though he has been 
better in some plays than in others, 
notably in The Chimney Corner, he has 
never been found otherwise than bright, 
useful and vigorous. Tom Dexter is one 
of Mr. Smallweed's most finished parts. It 
is easy, rapid in utterance, jovial and frank 
in manner ; and altogether we may say that 
Dexter suits Mr. Smallwced, and Mr. 
Smallweed suits Dexter. From the first 
act where he tells his story to the captain, 
to his last appearance, after his dive with 
the much-desired vouchers, Mr. Small- 
weed was the spirit and centre, the life 
and soul, of The Orerland Route. Mr. 
Thalasses’ was the impersonator of the 
much-talked-of Jack Sebright, who appears 
a few seconds before the fall of the curtain. 
His entrance was the signal for a burst of 
hearly plaudits which “acknowledged his 
long and varied labours as a scenic artist, 
and especially the pains bestowed on mount- 
ing one of the most successful dramas 
ever performed at the Lycoum Theatre. 





THE PHILHARMONIC CONCERT. 
‘The Philharmonic Society gave the last 
of their series of concerts at the Masonic 
Hall on Saturday evening, thus bringing 
their first season to a most successful close, 
their last effort in no way falling short of 
previous ones, while by judicious manage- 
ment a programme was offered on Saturday 
which had all the advantage of diversity. 
‘The attendance was not good, but this may 
be accounted for in a great measure by the 
wretched state of the weather, combined 
with the fact that many of the subscribers 
resent absent from Shanghai, 
‘the ‘concert opened with the overture 
to Don Giovanni, which is a piece bound to 
pleae if fairly well performed, and executed 
as it was on Saturday night did more than 
merely please the audience. We were glad 
to notice that there was an improvement 
in the wind instruments employed, so that 
tho ear was not shocked as at provious 
concerts by some of the performers playing 
out of tune. The time kept was excellent, 
and the best praise that can be given 
the orchestra is to say that the audience 
found the overture all too short. 

‘The next piece introduced a new singer 
to the subscribers—a tenor with a capital 
voice and who has a good method of using 
it. He gave Waldheim’s Ich wodt’ ich witr 
Ein Blimlein hold so well that the audience 
were unanimous in demanding en encore, 
which the singer kindly responded to by a 
cleverrendering of another charming Rhein- 
lied that was as enthusiastically received 
as the first. Then came the “ Air d'Eglise,” 
from Flotow’s Stradella, as a solo for 
violoncello with accompaniment of piano, 
organ and stringed instruments. The 
playing of this testified to the admir- 
able way in which the orchestra had been 
drilled, as the accompaniment of stringed 
instruments was all that could be wished 
—effective but yet subordinate to the 
violoncello and piano as it should have 
been, but still we should havo preferred a 
piece that would have given the gifted 
amateur who plays the former instrument 
a better opportunity of displaying the 
wonderful mastery of it which he always 
shows. The piano part was capitally 
played and the introduction of the organ 
part was most effective. 

‘The next piece on the programme was the 
baritone aria from Le Nozze de Figaro, 
“Non piu Audrai” with full orchestral 
accompaniment, sung by a well-known 
German amateur who is always heard with 
delight, and who sang in his best style in 
this, though suffering from indisposition, 


























The only faults that could be found were 
that the accompaniment was too loud for 
the singer, and rather drowned his mag- 
nificent voice, and the piece was hardly taken 
fast enough. This aria was received by 
very loud applause, which was continued for 
long after its conclusion, in the hope that 
the singer would favour the audience with 
it again, but this he was compelled to 
decline, probably owing to his indisposi- 
tion, as one more ready to oblige an 
andienee if possible cannot be found. 

Next came the gem of the evening, the 
Terna con Variazioni and Allegro Giusto, 
from Schubert’s Quintett for piano, violin, 
violoncello and double bass, than which 
nothing has been done better at any of tho 
Society's concerts. Both movements were 
played in a most excellent manner, tho 
charming Allegro fairly carrying away the 
audience, and allording them a theme for 
admiring comment during the interval that 
succeeded before the second part of the 
concert was commenced. ‘The second part 
of the concert was devoted to Haydn's 
“Surprise” symphony, and as each of 
the familiar movements were played tho 
4udience must have found it dificult to 
determine which was best played, so nicely 
were all executed, and so fitly closed the 
last and perhaps best concert of the series, 

These concerts have been so eminently 
satisfactory to the subscribers, that it is to 
be sincerely hoped that they will in every 
way prove equally 0 to the able conductor 
and the talented members of the Philhar- 
monio,so that the existenceof the Society and 
the prosecution of its concerts in the future 
shall never be a matter of doubt. ‘The pro- 
gress of the executants, under the baton of 
‘MM. Remusat, has been very marked durin; 
the past first season of the resuscitate 
Society, and this progress must necessarily 
continue as they steadily practise new 
music, to the benefit of themselves and the 
subscribers. No doubt new blood will be 
added before next season opens, and 
doubtless any accession of local’ talent 
will be warmly welcomed, but tho 
general public should bear in mind 
that the Society has by no means been 
supported as the members deserved, for 
had such been the case the Masonic Hall 
would have been crowded at each concert as 
of yore. If then the community are again 
allowed the privilege of subscribing, they 
would do well to recognize that it is an 
undoubted privilege, and do so liberally, 
for the Philharmonic Society's concorts 
ought to be an institution of which Shang- 
hai is proud. 





‘THE FLOWER SHOW. 


Fine weather is indispensable to the real 
enjoyment of a Flower Show, and the rain 
on Friday evoked the sympathy of the 
community on behalf of the ladies who 
Inboured 80 zealously to bring about a 
successful exhibition of floral beauty in 
the Consular Compound, So far, how- 
ever, as the Flower Show puro and 
simple is concerned, it was a success, but 
the rain lessened the attendance to a 
minimum and marred the enjoyment. that 
would otherwise have been obtained if the 
weather had been pleasant and congenial, 
The arrangements made for the accom- 
modation of exhibits, and for the comfort 
and pleasure of the visitors, were as perfect 
as the forethought of the Ladies’ Com- 
mittee could make them with the assist- 
ance of those who had the experience of 
previous shows ; and several of those who 
from long residence in Shanghai could 
compare the collection of rare and choice 
floral specimens asa whole with those of 
previous years, expressed their opinion 
that this year’s Flower Show takes more 
than equal rank with any of its predeces- 
sors, For this pleasaut result the ladies 
committee composed of Mrs. French, Mrs. 
Forbes, Mrs. Wheelock, Mrs. Coutts, Mrs, 
Holliday, Mrs. Grant, and Mrs. C. F. R. 
‘Allen, are of course to be congratulated, and 
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they were congratulated by the visitors who 
ventured out in the incessont rain to sce 
the result of their labours, but with regret- 
ful expressions that they had not been 
favoured with better weather to crown their 
efforts with unqualified instead of partial 
success. 
Three tents were arranged in the same 
position in the Compound as in former 
ars, and formed three sides of an oblong. 
1 one to the left was set apart for 
refreshments provided by Mr. Poitevin ; 
the one opposite was occupied by the bands 
of the French and American flagsh 
‘Thémis and Rickmond, and the display 
of flowers was artistically arranged in the 
large and spacious marquee which has been 
used for the same purpose for the last 
three years. Intended exhibitors were 
invited to send their plants and flowers 
early, and though the morning was cloudy, 
with drizzling rain, by eleven o'clock it was 
Iain the collection of flowers would be a 
e one. ‘The weather brightened and a 
fine afternoon was expected. To disperse 
any impression that the Show might be post- 
joned. in consequence of the rain that had 
fallen, an express was issued a few minutes 
before noon by which the community were 
informed that the floor of the Tents is 
boarded over and perfectly dry. Nobody 
need fear wet feet. Plenty of seats will be 
provided, excellent refreshments served, 
and the American and French Bands will 
play all the afternoon, The flow 
magnificent, and the slight rain will be 
found to have spoilt nothing, and not even 
damped the spirits of the Committee.” Such 
a seductive announcement was calculated 
to strengthen forlorn hopes for the success 
of the show, but any cheering effect it 
might have produced was dissipated early 
in the afternoon when it commenced to 
rain heavily and continued till four o'clock 
‘at which time there were four 
‘ounds, There was a slight improve- 
ment a short time afterwards, and betwe 
halé-past four and six o'clock it was com- 
puted that, about one hundred and sixty 
persons visited the grounds. General praise 
‘was bestowed on the managément, and the 
excellence of the flowers and plants elicited 
remarks of admiration and surprise that 
auch perfection could be obtained in this 
climate—conclusive proof that flowers and 
vogetables can be brought to almost the 
same perfection in Shanghai as they can in 
European countries. But this year has 
‘been a most favourable one for growers, 
and more particularly may this be said in 
reference to roses, the display of which 
was superior to that of any previous year, 
and a decided improvement was perceptible 
in the strength ofthe trees dnd fulness of the 
bloom, ‘There was a large display of 
geraniums and pelargoniums, red, white 
and variegated, the two latter kinds never 
being so plentiful before—indeed, pelargo- 
niums have only been grown here during the 
last few years, and the variety obtained in 
‘ort a space of time is nob a little sur- 
rising. The fuchsias also were remark- 
able for theit close resemblance to some 
of the best specimens to be seen in 
England. They were artistically trained, 
and looked strong and healthy. ‘The white 
flowers-species predominated, and prettily 
contrasted with the richness of the red 
geraniume placed contiguovs to. them. 
reat, admiration was bestowed on the 
ferns beautifully displayed on stands, the 
most prominent of which was the one 
arranged by the Chinaman in charge of the 
Public Garden, while another by Mr. Tapp 
alzo attracted much attention. The ladies 
exhibited great taste in the arrangement of 
their exhibits of cut flowers for table decora- 
tions, Here the competition was most 
Keen. Each exhibit was supposed to be 
known only by a number, the name of the 
exhibitors being 2 profound secret—if 
Indies can keep a secret. The prize was

FENG-SHUI AND BRITISH RIGUT OF 
RESIDENCE AT FOOCHOW. 

The subjoined correspondence has been 
forwarded to the Foochow Herald for 
publication :-— 

Foochow, 6th May, 1880. 
To the Editor of 4 
‘Tue Foocnow Herat. 

Sim,—Will you do me the favour of 
inserting in the Foochow Herald the en- 
closed protest against the action of the 
authorities in their late dealings with the 
English Church Missionary Society and the 
members of that Church in the City of 
Foochow. .

Srr,—Immediately upon your return to 
the port last Wednesday evening Mr. 
Lloyd, Dr, ‘Taylor, and myself, called 
upon you and implored your aid to, if 
possible, even yet save us from the power 
of the’ Chinese authorities—who were 
regarding neither vative law nor Treaty 
engagements, 

jefore your sudden departure from Foo- 
chow on the morning of the 24th instant, 
we had, from information received, given 
you notice of what was about to take place : 
namely, that the mandarins were about to 
seize the convert Yaou and compel him to 
give up the deeds of the houses bought fur 
Us a year-and-a-half ago, and used ever 
since for our boys’ boarding school ; or, if 
they could not succeed in geiting the deetis, 
to force him by imprisoument and threats 
to sign a paper setting forth his willingness 
to relinquish the house. 

We begged you in that despatch to 
demand that Yaou be fairly examined in 
your presence, and that on his declaring, 
as he had done over and over again, that 
he was unwilling to give up his house, that 
then the intimidation brought so often to 
bear upon him should cease, and that we 
should be allowed to continue in quiet 
ocoupation of the premises. We also ine 
formed you that the same illegal pressure 
was to be used on the man Lin Min- in 
order to take from the native Christian 
owner (of whom he was a relative) the 
small house on the hill bought for us some 











two-and-a-half years ago and occupied 
without a word of objection ever since. 

This despatch was followed next morning 
by another—begging for a few lines in 
reply, as the matter was so very urgent 
and important. Yon answered that you 
would send an oficial reply, but unfortun- 
ately you immediately left Foochow, and 
‘a0 ich afticial vaply, cs wes promised, Was 
received till the 29th instant. 

‘Meantime the worst had taken place. 
The man Lin Min, on again declaring in 
the presence of a number of our converts 
that he would not sign the document put 
before him—purporting to be a relinquish- 
ment of the small native house—was, at 
the command of the Magistrate, dragged 
off to be beaten, and then, at length, gave 
way and put his mark on the paper. 

‘The convert Yaou still protested that he 
would not do so, even though beaten ; 
however the mandarin led the way to the 
said native house on the hill and sealed it 
with his official seal—turning out of it, into 
the already over-crowded students’ house 
next door, a poor boy, a patient of Dr. 
Taylor's, who was at the time just recover- 
ing from small-pox—in the most infectious 
stage of the disease, and also the doctor's two 
assistants. He then ordered his men to 
pull down my little stable next door, and 
when that work was completed proceeded 
to Yaou’s house at the bottom of the hill 
occupied by our boys’ boarding school, 
and in spite of the entreaties of Yaou and 
his protests that he had not signed the 
agreement to give it up, and that it was 
altovether an unlawful act, the magistrate 
sealed that house also—though in such a 
manner as to allow the door to be opened. 
On the paper sealed it was stated that the 
convert had signed an agreement to relin- 
quish the place. 

‘Next he proceeded to a third house, also 
bouxht by Yaou, low down in the streots, 
formerly 4 small fruit shop, and sealed it 
in the same manner. 

We went again. ana again to your Con- 
sulate to endeavour to obtain help to 
prevent this open breach of the toleration 
clauses of our Treaty ; but the officers whom 
you had leit in charge had no power, they 
Said, to interfer =... ee 

On the 28th instant, the day after the 
sealing of these three houses, Yaou was 
‘once more called up before the Magistrate, 
and commanded to sign the paper put 
before him. He refused to do so, saying 
that if it was merely he himself who would 
suffer by his doing so he would comply, 
but that the whole church would suffer 
from it; that he had done nothing wrong, 
and why.then should he be compelled 
to give up his houses and turn the boys’ 
school into the streets? The Magistrate 
called out to drag him off to be beaten. 
Yaou replied that they might beat him, 
but that still he would not sign. He was 
then ordered to be led to the Literary 
Chancellor's yamén—there to be de- 
graded and beaten; the yamen runners 
seized him, and wero dragging him off, 
when, at length, with tears in his eyes and 
crying out that ‘it was a shame and unjust 
to compel him to do this thing against his 
will, he signed the document set before 
him—engaging thereby to give up his two 
houses. 

‘That evening, the 28th instant, you re- 
turned to Foochow, and immediately we 
waited upon you, begging that you would 
demand for Yaou a fair trial, and that even 
though so late it might yet be in time to 
prevent this great wrong ; that we founded 
our plea on the 8th Article of the Treaty— 
by which Christians are protected from 
persecution on account of their religion ; 
that no other fault was found with the 
man except that he was a Christian ; and 
that of his two houses one was low 
down in the streets and the other at the 
bottom of the Hill, and that for years they 
had been occupied as dwelling-houses by 
the natives—so.that no objection as to 


























‘féng-shui or religious prejudices of the 
‘people could be alleged.* 

Yesterday, the 29th, your despatch in 
reply to ours of the 23rd inst. was received, 
in which you say you have asked that Yaou 
be sent to your Consulate to be questioned. 

And now, to-day, only two days after the 
unfortunate convert was compelled to sign 
the paper—an official messenger has arrived 
from the Haou-kwan yamen with orders to 
the master of the boys’ boarding school— 
commanding that the children do at once 
vacate the house. 

Deserted as we are by our officials, with 
neither native law nor Treaty to appeal 
to, we are helpless in tho matter. Wo 
cannot, unaided, resist the power of the 
mandatins and their servants; and the boys 
are, as I write, leaving the house they have 
quietly occupied so long, without a word 
of objection from anyone, to find shelter 
anywhere they can. 

‘This whole affair surpasses in heartless 
cruelty, as well as in open disregard for the 
toleration clauses of the Treaty, anything 
ever yet known, we believe, in Foochow, 
for it has been done all through with the 
full knowledge of the English Consulate, 
and without, as far as we are aware, any 
official remonstrance.

‘THE KIANGNAN ARSENAL. 

It is nearly twelve months ago that we 
gavean account of the above establishment, 
and we are glad to learn that the progress 
we then observed has greatly increased, Our 
remarks at that time were more particularly 
directed to the department for the manu- 
facture of heavy ordnance, and it is to some 
peculiarly interesting facts connected with 
the same department that we now have to 
call attention. At the time when wars and 
rumours of wars have become almost the 
password in China and elsewhere, any 
formation relating to military preparations 
is specially desirable. It cannot therefore 
fail to be of great interest to know that a 
ies of most important experiments has 
just been completed at Block-house Shoal 
Island with a 40-pounder muzzle-loadin, 
guin menufactured at the Kianguan Arsenal 
‘This gun is composed of steel and wrought 
iron, and isbuilt uponthe Armstrong system 
by superimposing coils of wrought iron upon 
steel—the steel forming the inner part 
or barrel of the gun. Seventeen of these 
guns having been completed ready fur ser- 
vice, the authorities of the Arsenal, before 
forwarding them to their respective destina- 
tions, considered it imperative to test one 
of them in the severest manner possible ; 
especially as these are the first guns of the 
kind made in China. With this view, one of 
the guns was selected, and it was proposed 
to test it with service charges up to eight 
hundred ora thousand rounds. Afterwards, 
as long as the gun should prove capable of 
enduring, it was resolved to increase the 
charges until it should burst. This plan 
—although a very costly one—was a most 
judicious step for the mandarins to take, 
because there are four very important 
points to be settled by such an experiment. 
| First :—That they should have confidence 
in the materials of which the guns are 
composed. 
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‘Second :—O£ the soundness of their 
construction. 

‘Third :—Of the accuracy of aim in firing. 

Last, but not least, to inspire confidence 
in those who may have to face an enemy 
with them. 

Owing to the swampy nature of Block- 
house Shoal with its long muddy beach, 
it became a matter of considerable difficulty 
to land the gun with its carriage and 
appurtenances. There can be no doubt 
that in selecting this place for the trial, 
safety was the first consideration, After 
considerable time and labour a bomb-proof 
house was erected upon the island with a 
Jarge eartl mound thrown up five hundred 
yards in front of it, in order to break the 
fight of the projectiles. In the front of the 
mound was placed the target, which suffered 
so severely that it had to be changed for 
‘a new one every day of firing. After 
about 20 days’ labour of over one hundred 
men, the gun, with all the necessary appli- 
ances, was landed and placed in position. 

‘The trial proper commenced on the 19th 
of April, and was brought to a close on the 
4th of May. When the gun had completed 
416 rounds it required re-venting—in all 
cases heavy ordnance requires re-ventin; 
stter 400 zounds, When 690 rounds had 
been reached the gun was again re-vented. 
‘When 816 rounds were completed, the 
authorities considored that th trial had 
gone sufficiently far to test the stability of 
the gun in every resect. Up to this stage, 
service charges only had been used, viz., 
weight of shot, 40 pounds, weight of 
powder (R.L.G.}, 5 pounds, ‘The minimum 
rate of firing was thirty rounds in every 
forty-five minutes, with the exception of 
one occasion when ninety rounds where 
fired in three hours, 

‘hoinereased charges wero next proceeded 
with, and five rounds of six, seven, eight, 























nine, and ten pounds of powder were fired 
with the ordinary shot of 40 pounds. ‘The 
gun, however, remained intact. ‘The next 


test’ was to increase the charge as well as 
the weight of shot. ‘Two rounds of shot 
weighing 67 pounds, and powder 8.5 
pounds, wore discharged ; but still the gun 
Tomaiued as before. ‘Two more rounds 
with shot of 116 pounds and 10 pounds of 
powder were fired, but still the gun refused 
to succumb, while the 9-inch hawser 
rope employed to check the recoil of the gun 
and carriage was completely severed in two 

laces and the carriage slightly damaged. 
Teas fully expected that thelast éwo rounds 
would destroy the gun, but upon examina- 
tion it was found in every detail to be as 
perfect as before the trial commenced. At 
this juncture, the authorities decided to 
stop the trial, considering that as the gun 
had behaved so well, it deserved tw be kept 
as a memorial and to hold a position of 
honour in the Kiangnan Arsenal, 

Tt may be stated that European Govern- 
ments, after due trial and experiment, have 

















ordnance to be equal to 400 rounds. Guns 
may fail long before that number is reached 
from several causes, either in material or 
construction, but at this stage it is quite 
certain the vent must be renewed and 
other minor repairs made where necessary. 

During the present trial 33,220 pounds 
of iron, 4,200 pounds of powder, and 3,300 
pounds of copper were discharged by the 
gun. The projectiles used were all made 
upon the new principle with copper gas- 
checks and no studs whatever. It may be 
explained that the gas-check is a copper dise 
attached to the back end of the projectile, 
so that when the explosion takes place, the 
gas-cheok is expanded in such a manner as 
to thoroughly fill the bore, preventing any 
of the gunpowder gas escaping rearwards, 
and thereby giving the shot the entire 
force of the charge. 

Tt may in some degree be attributable to 
this new system that the bore of the gun 
in question remains without a single visible 
seratch. ‘The pressure of the powder in 
the gun was taken from time to time 
throughout the trial with Rhodman’s patent 
crusher guage. ‘The results obtained show 
that the powder made in China is consi 
ably stronger than what is generally use 
at Home, the mean pressure obtained 
being about 23.1 tons upon the square inch 
in the powder-chamber. The results from 
accuracy of firing and range were excellent, 
and the whole trial throughout has proved 
highly satisfactory to all concerned. 

‘The Directors of the Arsenal and other 
minor officers were present on the ground 
most of the time, and the Chinese Admiral 
with several naval officers and others inter- 
ested in the experiments made periodical 
visits to the island. ‘The firing party and 
arrangements generally were under the 
immediate supervision of Messrs. Bret- 
schneider and Mackenzie. ‘The medical 
staff was ably represented by Dr. Suvoong, 
who, in ease of accident, was well provided 
with diachylon plasters ‘and other medical 
comforts. 

It may be added that a considerable 
number of 80-pounder and 120-pounder 
guns of the same description are in course 
Of construction at the Arsenal, and that in 
afew weeks the first of the 120-pounders 
will be ready for a similar trial, 

‘The above facts show the nature of the 
progress the Kianguan, Arsenal is making 
iu this one branch of military preparations, 
If all the other departments are beit 
managed in the same effective manner, it 
is easy to see that this establishment, though 
undoubtedly an expensive one, is doing 
gooil service to the country by’ producin 
‘reapons which will bear comparon, with 
the best that have ever been produced by 
foreign Goveruments. We believe thes 
the statistics of these experiments will 
prove not only interesting, but highly 
advantageous to European’ powers, and
